A Reel Opportunity 


Up-and-coming young filmmakers 
will have a chance to screen their mas- 
terpieces at the Fifth Annual New 
England Student Film Festival 
scheduled for the weekend of December 
13, 14 and 15 at Wesleyan University in 
Middletown, Connecticut. Co-sponsored 
by both Boston’s own University Film 
Study Center and Wesleyan, the 
Festival was designed as a New England 
showcase for student films and is open to 
any student “affiliated with an institu- 
tion of higher learning.’”’ Submitted 
films may be 16mm and 8mm —-the 
only requirement being that they must 
have been completed during the 12 
months preceding the Festival. The 
deadline is Saturday, November 30 and 
you can obtain entry forms (there are no 
fees) by writing or calling Festival Direc- 
tor Gisela Hoelcl at the Univeristy Film 
Study Center, Box 275, Cambridge, 
02138; 253-7612. 

The Festival films will be selected by 
a special committee of filmmakers, 
students and faculty members during 
the first week of December. The follow- 
ing weekend’s screenings will be in the 
CINEMA at Wesleyan’s Center for the 
Arts — double evening programs, for 
which there will be a $1 admission 
charge, and a free Saturday afternoon 
show. All films will be returned after the 
Festival. 

During the weekend a film package 
will be chosen for distribution to 
museums and colleges around the coun- 
try (last year the films were sent to such 
places as the San Francisco Museum of 
Art), and filmmakers stand to profit 
from rental fees — about $1 a minute 
per show. Other Festival features in- 
clude an Animated Film Competition 
offering a $300 prize donated by Chuck 
Jones (see Phoenix film section, Nov. 
12) and the selection of five films to 
compete for the Academy Award for the 
best student production.

It seemed 
there was entirely too much lobster — a 


plebeian shellfish available in large. 


quantities at low prices (taken from the 
inner Boston harbor). 

Well, as the New England Aquarium 
points out to those who tour it, our har- 
bor has changed significantly over the 
years. Nonetheless, the cheapest lobster 
(and other seafood) in town can still be 
bought down on the docks — at a variety 
of wholesale-retail outlets in and around 
Atlantic Avenue from the Northern 
Avenue bridge down to the Coast Guard 
base in the North End. There, prices for 
lobster range from $1 to $1.50 a pound 
below what most stores charge, and true 
seafood lovers who know the joys of 
mussels, oysters and crabs, as well as of 
halibut, haddock, striped bass and sole, 
can save substantially. 

The biggest bargain center is the Bay 
State Lobster Co., a warehouse with a 
retail counter, located on Commercial 
Ave. just north of the hulking Quincy 
Cold Storage warehouse (a marquee an- 
nounces the place). Bay State lobsters 
start at $1.99 a pound, mussels go for 35 
cents, steamers 50 cents, and, recently, 
perch was 69 cents, haddock $1.50, sole 
99 cents, and shrimp $1.49. 

Prices vary, but similar fixings for 
fresh-from-Fish Pier dinners can be had 
at James Hook Co., at Northern and 
Atlantic Avenues, Neptune Lobster, 
across the Northern Avenue bridge from 
Hook; and Commercial Lobster, on 
Commercial Avenue just north of 
Commercial Wharf. Slightly more ex- 
pensive, but more convenient to reach 
from downtown, is Giuffre’s Market at 
the corner of Cross and Salem Streets in 
the North End, just on the other side of 
the expressway from Haymarket. Public 
transportation to the Atlantic Avenue 
fish markets is available — take the 
Blue Line to Aquarium or the Red to 
South Station. The remaining walk will

Stein’s Verbal Cubism 


“There’s a lot of feminist theatre be- 
ing done,”’ says Joann Green, director of 
the Cambridge Ensemble, “but this is 
the first play I know of that deals with 
feminist issues in relation to the 
problems of growing old.’’ Green and a 
cast of five actors have been working on 


Gertrude Stein’s Old and Old for the . 


past two months. “The play has never 
been performed. There are no 
characters, there’s no structure — we 
developed a script by exploring Stein’s 
words and applying them to our own 
lives,” explains Green. 

Gertrude Stein wrote Old and Old in 
1913 while living in Paris in the com- 
pany of such artist friends as Picasso, 
Matisse and Gris. Interpreting her play 
as verbal Cubism, the Cambridge 
Ensemble has created characters 
through a study of Picasso’s painting — 
“Bibi La Puree,” “An Anatomy,” “The 
Weeping Woman,” “Portrait of Mrs. 
H.P.,” “Three Musicians,” “On the 
Beach,” “Old Woman” — in order to 
understand Stein’s style and to 
elucidate her vision. 

“Old and Old is an exploration of age 
and identity,” says Green. “‘At the age of 
39, Stein began to think about growing 
old, and this play is her reaction to tur- 
ning 40. Her theme is universal — how

— that’s a question we must all 
acknowledge.” 

The Cambridge Ensemble will perform 
Old and Old on Thursdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays for the next eight weeks in the 
Old Cambridge Baptist Church, 1151 
Mass.

Wildlife Angles 


The New England Aquarium is 
currently displaying a collection of black 
and white photographs by Brookline 
radiologist and world traveler Ira 
Kirschenbaum. The exhibit is entitled 
Animals of the Southern Seas, and in- 
cludes wildlife shots taken in Antartica, 
Patagonia and the Falkland Islands. 

Kirschenbaum’s work has been shown 
in a number of Boston galleries and 
published in the Phoenix and the Globe 
Sunday Magazine.

HARRINGTON & CHILE 


Congressman Michael Har- 
rington has told the Phoenix 
that he is attempting to secure 
new information on US involve- 
ment in the disruption and 
overthrow of Chile’s socialist 
Allende government. Harrington 
has asked Senator Gale McGee 
to let him read secret testimony 
on the CIA role in Chile given to 
a Senate committee by CIA 
Director William Colby. (In 
September the contents of a 
letter written by Harrington to 
Senator William Fulbright con- 
cerning the CIA covert action 
were leaked to the press. It was 
disclosed that Henry Kissinger 
had authorized the CIA to 
engage in activity designed to 
‘‘destabilize’’ the Allende 
government.) According to 
Harrington, Senator McGee has 
been giving him the run-around 
and told him that until Pat Holt, 


the Foreign Affairs Committee 


expert on Latin America, return- 
ed from a trip, the testimony 
could not be released. Holt has 
-been back a week and 


Harrington has received no word. 


on the matter. He intends to 
raise the question soon. 
Congressman Harrington is 
not optimistic about the chances 
of making new information 
public. He believes that unless 
someone in the Pentagon dis- 
closes the military connections 
to the coup, the full facts will not 
become known. He does not 
think the new Congress will ap- 
proach this issue differently from 
the present one. His resolutions 
of inquiry, to date, have not 
produced substantive results. 
Harrington has also begun to 
ask questions about the CIA’s 
“suspicious” role in Greece and 
Portugal. Mounting evidence is 
beginning to confirm anxiety 
about CIA involvement in Por- 
tugal. According to the Por- 
tugese weekly, Vida Mundial, 
the US embassy has tripled its 
personnel since July. General 
Vernon Walters, the CIA’s assis- 
tant director, has visited Por- 
tugal twice since the left-leaning 
coup of April 25 occurred. The 
leaders of Portugal’s government 
have charged that at least 100 
CIA agents have been infiltrated 
to create “another Chile.” The 
Washington Post reports that 
Frank Carlucci, strongly 
suspected of being a CIA 
operative, has been selected as 
the new US ambassador to Por- 


tugal in order to halt the ‘‘com- 
munist take-over’? Henry 
Kissinger fears. 


HUH? 


Gerald Ford’s speechwriters, 
contrary to popular assumption, 
are not Ogden Nash and Irwin 
Corey; his malapropisms are en- 
tirely spontaneous. Richard 
Reeves of New York magazine 
traveled with the President and 
on his recent barnstorming trip 
for GOP hopefuls and recorded 
his more noteworthy remarks. In 
his hometown of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, Ford explained the 
origins of World War II: “We got 
involved in a contest between 
freedom on the one hand and 
liberty on the ... and ... and 
...and ...theeffortto ...to 
the effort on the part of some to 
subjugate people on the other.” 

In discussing his bedside visit, 
Ford referred to the phlebitic 
Dick Nixon as “the President.” 

A group of Oregon cattlemen 
gave Ford a $10 gift certificate 
for beef. The President 
responded: “I love beef. I’m a 
great advocate of it. But I don’t 
know about breakfast.” Told 
there was such a thing as beef 
bacon, he queried, ‘Really? Is it 
a special part of the cattle?” 

In Kansas he said: “It is great 
to be here despite the weather. I 
love you. Thank you.” 

In Colorado he stated: “You 
know we have three great 
branches of this government of 
ours . We have a strong 
President, supposedly, in the 
White House... .” 

In Salt Lake City someone 
asked Ford what Americans 
could do for him. He replied: 
“Go home and pray for me. This 
is a very big job.” Is divine in- 
tervention our only recourse?

“Maybe we'll get them [the jobs] 
all back when the workers in 
Singapore decide to run their 
country instead of the GE 
owners of America.” As the 
Depression deepends, factories- 
on-wheels present Massa- 
chusetts residents with an even 
more critical prospect.

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How Use What 
Already

You’ve been had, eh? Your 
landlord won’t return your 
security deposit even though you 
left your apartment undamaged. 
The fellow who “fixed” your TV 
set left his ham and cheese on 
rye in with the tubes and wires, 
causing you to miss Sunday 
afternoon football and Julie Nix- 
on Eisenhower co-hosting the 
Mike Douglas Show. The dry 
cleaner turned your leather coat 
into a change purse and then 
told you he wasn’t responsible 
for damages exceeding $25. 

Sue the bastards! But then, 
well, there would be a lawyer’s 
fee, a lot of time wasted ... it 
really wouldn’t be worth all the 
effort. But have you ever, by any 
chance, heard of Small Claims 
Court?. That collection agency 
for utilities, hospitals and stores, 
you say? Maybe that’s what it’s 
become, but Small Claims Court 
was established for mugs like 
you and me. 

If you have been rooked for 
$400 or less and have tried un- 
successfully to collect from the 
person(s) responsible, and if you 
can put together a reasonable 
case, you have an excellent 
chance of winning in Small 
Claims Court (SCC). It is said 
that SCC judges tend to favor 
the wronged, the underdog. 

‘“‘We judges aren’t immune to 
the general resurgence of interest 
in justice for the consumer,” 
Judge John Cratsley of Roxbury 
District Court commented. “I 
think, in general, the judiciary is 
more attentive to the plaintiff,

the consumer, whether it’s a te- 
nant or purchaser or user of ser- 
vices, and the records show that 
more and more consumer plain- 
tiffs are winning some money 
(not necessarily all the money 
they want) in Small Claims 
Court.” 

As in any court of law, a 
favorable judgement does not 
automatically mean money in 
the purse. The official deter- 
mination made by a Small 
Claims Court judge is like a hun- 
ting license for you to use in 
bagging your debtor; wave it at 
the landlord, storekeeper or 
repairman who owes you 
money. Your debtor knows he 
could end up in jail if he-doesn’t 
pay, so the decision is certainly 
useful in seeking to collect. It is 
as legally binding as any court 
ruling, and the process costs next 
to nothing. According to many 
who have used the Small Claims 
Courts, the experience can be 
surprisingly enjoyable. Justice in 
motion, democracy in action... 
all the things you talked about in 
10th grade civics class. 

The people’s Bible for SCC ac- 
tion, Sue the B*st*rds by 
Douglas Matthews, makes you 
“armed and dangerous ... to 
anyone who would trample upon 
your civil rights.”’ A less detailed 
but quite informative pamphlet 
prepared by Pamela Benepe of 
Mass PIRG (Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group) 
is also helpful to anyone who’s 
been bilked, harassed, short- 
changed, defrauded, deceived, or 
even physically abused and 


would like to see justice done. 
(Actually, you can sue in small 
claims court for any kind of 
hindrance or discomfort to your 
being — as long as the claim is 
not for more than $400.) 

“‘A great many people who sue 
in Small Claims Courts are suing 
as much for a principle as for a 
recovery,’’ noted a report 
prepared by David S. Gould for 
the National Institute for Con- 
sumer Justice. “This is one of 
the few times and places where 
an individual can use the court 
affirmatively and personally to 
assert himself and perhaps even 
regain some lost dignity.” 

The procedures are simple, no 
lawyer is needed. You, the ex- 
ploited buyer of shoddy goods, 
simply stand before the judge 
and tell your story. No legal talk, 
no tricky rules of evidence. And 
the decision, though not usually 
given immediately, is handed 
down within days. 

Start by going to the court 
clerk to file suit (use the district 
court where the business or per- 
son you’re suing is located). Be 
armed with the following infor- 
mation: the exact amount of 
your claim (not exceeding $400, 
it should include expenses in- 
curred because of the fraud or 
damage) and the legal name of 
the person or corporation you’re 
suing. For correct titles of cor- 
porations, consult the office of 
the Secretary of State (State 
House, Boston), for an in- 
dividual or store, try the clerk in 
the city hall of the municipality 
where he, she or it is located. The 


exact name is important here, 
because if you file it incorrectly 
you can lose your case. The clerk 
enters the pertinent data on a 
docket — your address, that of 
the person you’re suing, your 
claims and damages — you sign 
it, are given a date in court (from 
two to six weeks later) and you’re 
on your way to restitution. The 
$3.55 fee for filing, which is 
refunded to you at the defen- 
dant’s expense if you win in 
court, covers the costs the court 
incurs notifying the defendant of 
the suit and trial date, and sen- 
ding a summons by certified 
mail. 

While you’re waiting for the 
summons to be served on the 
person you're suing, consider 
what witnesses you may need. 
The rules of evidence in SCC are 
informal, but along with the 
papers, bills, correspondence 
and other documents, you'll 
want to take along a second per- 
son to collaborate your story. An 
expert witness, such as a house 
painter who can comment on the 
quality of that paint job you’re 
suing about, is the best bet, but 
a friend, relative or better yet, 
an uninvolved third party 
observer may testify too. 


Review the processes you've 


used in trying to collect from the 
person or business, making notes 
to aid in rehearsing all of your 
story. Remember that the defen- 
dant may show up with a lawyer 
who may cross-examine you at 
some length, if the judge allows 
that. For the most part, you'll 
probably find the judge willing 
to hear your story in your own 
words, but if you are the type 
who gets rattled when teased, 
brace yourself ahead of time: for 
some judges the SCC is a show- 
case for their talents as com- 
edians. Having just presided 
over a murder trial, a judge may 


titter at the absurdity of your $75 
claim or appear condescending, 
sarcastic or flippant. Whatever 
his attitude, you must win him 
over. The outcome of your case 
rests with him alone. (There is 
no jury.) In Massachusetts, hap- 
pily, the appearance of many 
new faces in the judiciary has cut 
down on the number of “barrel of 
laughs”’ judges. 

“People have a lot of problems 
being willing to file suit in cine 
first place,” Judge Cratsley ex- 
plained, ‘‘and they have 
problems again in getting up and 
giving their testimony. Obvious- 
ly, I think, judges need more en- 
couragement to make people 
comfortable when they’re giving 
their case. There’s still a lot of 
intimidation just in going up to 
talk to the judge... . 

“In court both sides should try 
and stay aware that no special 
rules or laws are going to be 
applied against them. Small 
Claims Court, essentially, is a 
court that’s listening to what’s 
fair. The judge is asking a few 
simple questions to establish 
that fairness. Was it proper? 
Was it honest -in the cir- 
cumstances?” 

If the official summons sent to 
the defendant by the clerk is 
returned undelivered, you will be 
notified and may be asked to try 
to serve the summons yourself, 
or to hire a sheriff to deliver it. If 
the defendant still refuses the 
notice, it is nonetheless con- 
sidered valid (atcording to the 
PIRG booklet), and the defen- 
dant will default if he fails to 
appear in court or doesn’t give 
just reason why he cannot 
appear on the trial date. 

Your day in court may never 
come. The mere appearance of 
an official summons may jolt the 
defendant into paying you in an

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How to Reclaim the 


Courts for All...

Small Claims Courts are the 
forgotten courts. They’re 
forgotten by the consumers they 
were established to protect, yet 
overrun with creditors who see 
the court’s function as 
something of a collection agency. 

To many consumers, the 54- 


year-old Massachusetts small. 


claims court system seems un- 
available, unuseable or invisible, 
yet it exists, presumably, to 
protect us from exploitative 
business practices and shoddy 
goods and services. 

Although these courts are 
overlooked by consumers (one 
study in Roxbury Court found 
that only 173 of 1,431 cases were 


consumer claims) they are 
crowded with claims from _ 


utilities, hospitals, department 
stores and other creditors seek- 
ing to collect on overdue debts. 

A major problem is that peo- 
ple don’t realize the courts exist 
for their convenience, not just for 
Mass General Hospital (which 
brought 51 or the 82 cases heard 
in one local court the 25th of 
March last year) or for. New 
England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which ac- 
counted for 45 of the 49 small 
claims suits heard in Roxbury 
court October 30. Consumer 
groups like Mass PIRG (Mass- 
achusetts’ Public Interest 


Research Group) and legal aid 
groups are trying to inform the 
public about their right to use 
small claims courts. The Con- 
sumer Protection Division of the 
attorney general’s office often 
advises consumers to take their 
complaints to court. Talk shows 
on WEEI and WBZ have 
publicized small claims courts. 
And yet a telephone survey made 
by consumer economics students 
at B.U. in 1971 found that 75 
percent of us don’t know what a 
small claims court is. 

Once the word is out, people 
find the process of filing suit, 
appearing in court and speaking 
before the judge surprisingly 
easy. The frustration (as describ- 
ed in the accompanying how-to 
story) comes later, in trying to 
collect on the debt. 

In the most comprehensive 
study of small claims courts 
made in 1972 for the National 
Institute for Consumer Justice, 
David Gould found that the in- 
itial filing of the claim usually 
took only 15 to 30 minutes in 
consumer cases, A businessman, 
however, usually manages to file 
a claim in five to ten minutes; 
he’s around the clerk’s desk 
much oftener, so the process 
becomes familiar and quite easy. 
The system often does favor the 
business plaintiff (rather than 
the consumer plaintiff) because 
of the procedures some judges 
allow — for example, rugged 
cross-examination of the con- 
sumer defendant by the lawyer 
representing the businessman 
plaintiff — and because of the 
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hours most courts are in session. 
Small claims court is held during 
the week during business hours. 
This fact alone is enough to dis- 
courage most working people 
who can’t afford to lose a day or 
two of work just to appear in 
court in an attempt to collect $40 
from, say, a dry cleaner. 

Evening and Saturday 
sessions, which have proved to 
be successful in encouraging con- 
sumers to use the courts, have 
merit and can work. But clerks 
and judges aren’t as eager as 
consumer groups are to bring 
about such sessions. 

Judge John Cratsley par- 
ticipated in a six-week experi- 
ment of Saturday sessions in 
Roxbury courts. 

“We found that most private 
people, individual defendants, ‘if 
they had the option would use 
Saturday sessions. But large cor- 
porations want to come to court 
on business days because that’s 
when their lawyers want to work. 
So if a corporation asks for a 
Tuesday hearing, and the person 
they’re suing comes in and says 


‘Well, I can’t get out of work. I 


need a Saturday hearing,’ then 
who gets the option? Is it the 
plaintiff's choice or the defen- 
dant’s? The businessman or the 
consumer? 

“Then, naturally, you have 
the problem of finding judges 
who want to come in and hear 
cases on Saturdays,” Cratsley- 
continued. “And there is 
what should I call it? — a move- 
ment afoot among many here not 
to have the courts open on Satur- 
day at all. It’s the full-time per- 
sonnel who are paid on a salary 
basis who have to do the extra 
work . . . and for them additional 
hours on Saturday would not be 
a welcome innovation.”

Sonny and the Duke 
Do Battle Over Council 


By Peter Lucas 

Governor-elect Michael S. Dukakis has 
begun a fight with veteran pol Patrick J. 
(Sonny) McDonough. It’s a fight over the 
ancient Executive Council, which 
Dukakis wants to abolish, and which 
McDonough — as the senior member of 
said ancient institution — wants to re- 
tain. It will be a battle between the new 
and the old, the untested and the tested 
— and it will be a colorful contest. - 

But in the end, Dukakis will win. He’ll 
win because he has the support of many 
members of the House and Senate (not to 
mention the general public) who believe 
the Executive Council is outdated and a 
source of patronage and political 
influence-peddling. 

McDonough, on the other hand, — us- 
ing the post-Watergate strategy — main- 
tains that the Executive Council is a real 
check on a too powerful Governor. 

In fact, McDonough wants a stronger 
Council. “We’ve had President Nixon 
show us what too much power in the 
hands of one man can do. That’s why 
we’ve had so much trouble in the coun- 
try,” he says. 

The fireworks have already begun. Last 
week McDonough aimed a salvo at 
Dukakis, who not only wants to abolish 
the Council, but (unkindest cut of all) 
intends to sweep its offices out of the 
State House upon assuming office 


| January 2. 


“He’s acting like a 15-year-old boy,” 


‘ said Sonny. “He can no more abolish the 


Council than an Eskimo can. Michael 
Dukakis will be out of politics and the 
Council will still be there.’ As for the 
threatened exile to the Saltonstall 
Building, “The kid will probably come 
around to his senses,”” McDonough said. 
“He doesn’t even need the space. He said 
he was going to have a smaller staff than 
Sargent’s, didn’t he?” 

Brave and battling words from an old 
time pol whose days may be numbered — 
because the incoming governor may well 
pull off the Eskimo trick. 

Dukakis plans to file an amendment to 
the state Constitution to. replace the 
Council with a judicial screening com- 
mittee. The proposed amendment must 
be approved by two successive sessions of 
the Legislature before it can go on the 
ballot for voter ratification. The earliest it 
can become operative is in 1978. 

The Duke’s screening committee would 
be made up of four attorneys, two of 
whom would be selected by the governor 
and two elected by the Massachusetts Bar 
Association.. The governor would also ap- 
point two other people to the nine- 
member committee, while the attorney 
general, the president of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House would each 
select one. 

The committee would come up with a 
list of recommendations to fill a judicial 
vacancy, and the governor would be re- 
quired to choose from that list. 

There are eight members of the in- 
coming Council, all Democrats, who are 
paid around $4000 for the part-time posi- 
tion. When the governor presides over the 
Council, the lieutenant governor becomes 
a voting member. In the governor’s 
absence, the lieutenant governor presides 
but does not vote. 

Besides confirming the governor’s 
nominations to the bench and court 
clerks, the Council also has the authority 
to approve or reject the governor’s 
nominations to five quasi-judicial boards 
such as the Industrial Accidents Board 
and the Department of Public Utilities. In 
addition, the Council every week ap- 
proves warrant payments, money such as 
salaries that the state disburses, and it 
must pass them before the state treasurer 
can act on them. 

The Council, which is as old as 
Massachusetts government, has been in- 
volved in controversy from time to time, 
most recently over the removal hearings 
on former Dorchester District Court 
Judge Jerome P. Troy. 

In the ’60s, several members and former 
members of the Council were indicted on 
evidence gathered by the Massachusetts 
Crime Commission, found guilty, and 
served time. McDonough came through 
the ordeal unscathed. 

The last major effort against the Coun- 
cil occurred in 1966, when the voters ap- 
proved a referendum curtailing its 
powers. Prior to the referendum, which 
was sponsored by the Massachusetts

League of Women Voters, the Council 
confirmed practically every gubernatorial 
nomination. 

The Council's clout has been diminish- 
ed, but it will not surrender what remains 
without a fight. “‘He’s like a kid who’s go- 
ing to take his football home and break up 
the game,”” McDonough said of Dukakis. 
“But we’ll see about that.”” McDonough, 
who has been criticized for spending so 
much time in Florida and missing Council 
sessions, made his comments over the 
phone from his winter retreat in 
Marathon, Florida. 

“We are not going to roll over and play 
dead for Dukakis,’’ another Council 
source warned. “We can hold up his 
salary if we want to. We can raise a lot of 
hell. Why doesn’t he pay attention to tax- 
es, to the prison situation, to the 
economy, to some real issues?” 

“We won’t put a gun to his head over 
confirming appointments,’”’ McDonough 
demurred. “‘We’re elected by the people 
too.”’ Sonny said the Council had no in- 
tention of holding up the Duke’s judicial 
nominations, nor would it stall on ap- 
proval of warrants. 

McDonough’s problem is that he is an 


-old pol in the era of the ‘“‘new politics.” 


Dukakis, the “new pol,’”’ has the current 
running with him. It will be his first big 
fight as governor, and how he handles 
himself will indicate how he will conduct 
himself in the future. But the “kid” ap- 
parently means business. 

It will be a picture worth taking: the 
Duke will call in the moving men one day 
and move out the Council furniture, 
barrel, stock and lock. 
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What Was in Dapper’s Hand —Pen or Pistol?

What did Boston City Coun- 
cilor Albert L. “Dapper” O’Neil 
have in his hand on the night of 
Sunday, Nov. 17? 

Dapper says it was a pen. 

Twenty-one-year-old John 
Hemann Jr. says it was a gun 
which O’Neil put to his head 
following a traffic accident near 
Kenmore Square. 

Councilor O’Neil, however, 
denies the report adamantly. He 
says he had a black pen in his 
hand which must have been mis- 
taken.for a gun. 

“It shows you how stiff the kid 
was,” O’Neil told the Phoenix. 
“He didn’t know the difference 
between a pen and a gun.” 

If Hemann couldn’t tell the 
difference, then neither could 
two witnesses to the incident. 

Both Francis O’Brien, aged 20, 
a West Roxbury student, and 
Baker Smith, a Suffolk Universi- 
ty law student, have told ,the 
Phoenix that Councilor O’Neil 
held a handgun to Hemann’s 
head. 

And both report that O’Neil 
warned Hemann to behave “or 
I'll blow your fucking head off.” 

Hemann himself — on advice 
of his lawyer — refuses to discuss 
the incident other than to say: 

“T thought he (O’Neil) was a 
plainclothesman. He held a gun 
to my head.” 

The Phoenix, meanwhile, has 
learned that Police Com- 
missioner Robert diGrazia has 
ordered an investigation into 
police conduct following the ac- 
cident. Questions have been rais- 
ed concerning why Hemann was 
arrested, whether police used ex- 
cessive force in handcuffing him 
and carting him off in a paddy 
wagon, and why he was not 
offered medical treatment. 


It’s likely that an offshoot of 
this investigation will be an in- 
quiry into O’Neil’s actions. 

The controversy stems from a 
three-car accident that occurred 
on Beacon Street near the corner 
of Martland — a block west of 
Kenmore Square — at midnight, 


* Nov. 17. 


A Volkswagen, driven by 
Hemann who manages a Com- 
monwealth Avenue con- 
dominium, went out of control, 
jumped the median strip and hit 
a parked car in which Francis 
O’Brien was sitting. O’Brien’s 
car was knocked into another 
parked car, this one owned by 
Dapper O’Neil. 

At this point, witnesses say, 
Hemann — who reportedly 
struck his head on the steering 
wheel in the accident — struggl- 
ed to get out of his VW. 

Francis O’Brien said he saw 
O’Neil approach Hemann, force 
him up against his car with his 
legs spread apart and his arms 
extended and then produce a 
handgun which he held to the 
youth’s head. : 

Baker Smith, the Suffolk Law 
student, said he had just left a 
friend’s apartment and, in com- 
pany with a Pinkerton security 
guard, was attracted by the com- 
motion around the accident 
scene. 

Smith says he saw a man with 
‘a gun held against Hemann’s 
head. 

Smith heard Hemann 
protesting and heard the man 
(who he later learned was 
O’Neil) say: “Shut up, or [ll 
blow your fucking head off.” 
O’Brien’s recollection of this 
warning differs. According to 
O’Brien, O’Neil said: “Don’t try 


to run away, or blow 


fucking head off.”

Believing the man to be a 
detective in the process of mak- 
ing an arrest, Smith called the 
police. 

When police arrived — two 
patrol cars and a paddy wagon 
from District Four — one 
patrolman immediately 
recognized O'Neil and was heard 
by Smith to say: “Oh boy, Who’s 
going to write this one up?” 

After Hemann had been taken 
away in the police wagon, Smith 
says he went up to Councilor 
O'Neil and told him he called 
the police ‘because I thought 
you needed help.” ‘ 

“Oh, no,” he claims Dapper 
responded. “I don’t need any 
help when I’ve got my trusty 
peacemaker.” 

Baker says there was never 
any threat to O’Neil’s life. 

“He just assaulted the guy,” 
he said. ‘He used it (the gun) to 
settle an argument.” 

Baker also asserted that two 
other witnesses, a Pinkerton 
guard and a “Mrs. Sullivan,” 
also saw the gun. Neither could 
be located by the Phoenix. 

However, neither O’Brien nor 
Smith could say whether O’Neil 
had a gun in his hand when the 
police arrived on the scene. 
There is no mention of a gun in 


’ the police report of the incident. 


The report does state, though, 
that Hemann was arrested and 
charged with driving under the 
influence of alcohol and driving 
to endanger. Back at District 
Four, however, he demanded a 
breathalyzer test, which produc- 
ed a zero reading, indicating no 
alcohol in his system. The charge 
of driving under the influence 
was dropped and Hemann was 
released. He still faces the driv- 
ing to endanger charge, for which

DONT QUOTE ME...

The Globe is in the process of a massive 
reassignment of reporters. It’s the latest 
move by Assistant Managing Editor Bob 
Phelps to tighten up, redirect and 
strengthen the paper’s news coverage. It is 
to be hoped that a little order will even- 
tually come out of all this chaos. 

When the election was over and the 
busing coritroversy had cooled somewhat, 
Phelps explains, he sat down with his four 
story editors and concluded that the 
paper had been covering such issues as 
the economy and “the delivery of human 
services” haphazardly. 

So the paper has formed a group of 
reporter teams that Phelps calls 


_“clusters.”” The economic cluster will in- 


clude. Rachelle Patterson (transferred 
from the State House), Marvin Pave, 
Steve Curwood (shifted from education) 
and Ben Taylor. Curwood, Phelps says, 
will cover food “from the seed to the 
table.” 

And there’s the “Community Affairs 
Cluster,”” which according to Phelps will 
report on how the city and, indeed, the 
whole metropolitan area, functions. “We 
concluded that the Globe doesn’t know 
the city as well as it should,” Phelps said. 
Bob Sales, for example, will write stories 
about people and how they live — “‘life- 
style” pieces. 

Other shifts: Art Jones comes out of 
City Hall to join the school busing team 
(cluster?) and Mary Thornton replaces 
him. Jean Dietz and Richard 
Kindleberger will cover human services, 
and Anson Smith will take over the en- 
vironment — just a handful of the 
changes. 

Phelps agreed that so many moves at 
once could create morale problems (and 
word from Globe staffers is that they cer- 
tainly have), but he argued, ‘“‘There’s 
nothing better for a reporter’s morale than 
to get his name over a good story. These 
assignments do not reflect a lack of con- 
fidence in any individual reporter.” 

In the past, similar attempts at the 
Globe to organize coverage through teams 
of reporters have failed. The “suburban 
team’”’ never got off the ground and the 
“urban team” sort of fell apart. Maybe 
“clusters”’ will work better. 


* 

The National Black Media Coalition in 
Washington has surveyed the nation’s top 
50 TV markets to discover the amount of 
public service programing they offer. 
WCVB-TV, Channel 5, finished first for 
having the most local public affairs 
programing in the, nation, and in the 


“composite ratings” for the most news | 


and public affairs, Channel 5 finished 
first and WNAC-TV, Channel 7, finished 
fourth. 

The coalition is asking the Federal 
Communications Commission to in- 
vestigate those stations with what it 
terms ‘‘unconscionable poor perfor- 
mances”’ — through a measurement that 
judges only quantity and not quality of 
programing hardly seems adequate. 

In an interview that appeared in the 
Oct. 31 edition of the Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune, then gubernatorial candidate 
Michael Dukakis was asked: 

“Do you plan to take anyone from the 
Legislature for particular jobs — judges, 
or other jobs — for instance, Rep. John 
Buckley of Abington, a close friend, for a 
cabinet post?” 

Dukakis’s answer was categorical. 
“No,” he said. “‘But it’s entirely possible 
that legislators may be screened as poten- 
tial judges by a special committee and ap- 
pointed by the “governor. The point is 
they’d have to go through the screening 
process.” 

And, as the whole world knows by now, 
the very first cabinet appointment made 
by Governor-elect Dukakis was that of his 
close friend, John Buckley, as Secretary of 
Administration and Finance.

The Wall Street Journal offers 
documented evidence of something that 
every citizen of New Hampshire already 
knew — that the state’s governor, 
Meldrin Thomson, and right-wing 
publisher William Loeb are very close. 

The Journal reports that over an 18- 
month period Thomson made 256 phone 
calls to Loeb or to his newspaper, the 
Manchester Union Leader.

One observer thought it outrageous that 
neither Boston daily newspaper took note 
of the fact that last Tuesday was: the 
100th anniversary of the birth of the late 
great James Michael Curley. I agree, and 
in memory of Curley I offer the following 


story, which appears in the November 


issue of Yankee magazine, one the Herald 
American, as a Hearst newspaper, cer- 
tainly could have used: 

Curley’s son, Father Francis Xavier 
Curley, a Jesuit priest, tells of traveling 
to Europe at age 9 with his father and 
meeting many dignitaries. One of them 
was Adolf Hitler. 

“A child or an animal has an instinct 
for these things,” recalls Father Curley. 
‘‘When I was in the presence of Hitler, I 
—_ felt I was in the presence of something 
evil.” 

Later in the same article, Father Curley 
reminisces about visiting with his father 
the California home of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, who was then at the peak 
of his power as a newspaper and radio 
czar. ‘Although there were many fine 
things that Hearst and his newspapers 
did,”’ the article states, “when he was 
with him the young Curley felt the same 
as he had in the presence of Hitler, as 
though he was again in the presence of 


evil.”

Higher-ups at the Globe were annoyed 
that the paper’s Spotlight Team spent so 
much time investigating its rehash of 
Sen. Edward Kennedy and the Chap- 
paquiddick tragedy without coming up 
with much really significant new informa- 
tion. 

The Washington Post reportedly 
declined to run the series for that very 
reason, but the revelation that: Kennedy 
gave $90,000 out of his own pocket to the 
parents of Mary Jo Kopechne did, at 
least, make a banner headline for the 
National Star — which ran it without 
crediting the Globe.

I don’t know if it’s because of or in spite 
of the item about it in last week’s column, 
but the Quincy Patriot Ledger has now 
run two segments of its lengthy in- 
vestigative series into South Shore 
organized crime that the paper’s staffers 
had feared would be killed entirely. 

The stories that have run involve the 
alleged mobster connections of the owners 
of Kimberley’s, a Wollaston Beach 
restaurant destroyed by a suspicious fire 
September 23. Still uncertain, though, is 
the fate of the rest of the series, much of 
which involves a Quincy extortion racket 
supposedly run by the brother of a promi- 
nent Boston politician.

Mayor Kevin White spent last week 
entertaining New England delegates to 
the upcoming Democratic Party mid- 
term charter convention in Kansas City.

The spot, produced by White’s 
favorite ad agency, Hill, Holliday, Con- 
nors, Cosmopulos, depicts a Dole 
billboard being splattered with mud by, 
presumably, his opponent’s supporters. 
Ironically, White’s former campaign 
manager, John Marttila, worked for 
Dole’s unsuccessful progressive 
challenger, Democratic Congressman 
William Roy. 
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Fanne Foxe Bares All—Grist for Mills?

“We were at a little dinner 
party at a restaurant in 
Washington, a little place where 
you can dance and have a few 
drinks — mainly Polynesian 
drinks.

Fanne has disappeared into

gown of her own design. Jimmy 
is standing behind her, zipping 
her up in the back. This, she ex- 
plains, is her My Fair Lady 
costume, one she originally used 
to dance in to the score of the 
show; now she uses whatever 


music comes to mind. 

“We started to go home. It was 
my car, and I was going to drive. 
I just couldn’t believe it when 
the others told me I shouldn’t 
drive. I thought I could. But then 


' Mr. Mills said I shouldn’t drive. 


‘I don’t think you should drive,’ 
he told me. And I told him, ‘If 
you think I can’t,.I won't.’ I 
respect him very much, and I 
always take his advice.” 

Fanne is manipulating a 
massive feather headdress, a 
mammoth concoction like the 
tail of some great green bird. It 
spreads out several feet on either 
side of her head, when she finally 
eases the glass-baubled head 
piece into place over her 
forehead. She hefts her matching 
tailpiece in one hand, bouncing 
it up and down to prove its near- 
weightlessness. 

“The man who did drive the 
car neglected to turn on the 
lights.

he has been summoned to 
appear in Roxbury Court. 

The report also states that 
O’Brien, after complaining of 
dizziness, was taken by police to 
Beth Israel Hospital, where he 
was treated and released. There 
is, again, no mention of anyone’s 
offering such aid to Hemann 
and, though he won’t comment 
on it, it was learned that the 
youth’s father has complained to 
diGrazia’s office of police 
negligence, claiming his son has 


- suffered periodic blackouts since 


the accident. 

Councilor O’Neil does own a 
gun but he insisted to the 
Phoenix he didn’t even have it in 
his possession that evening: “I 
don’t carry a gun at night.” 

O’Neil’s version of the inci- 
dent is that Hemann was trying 
to drive away after the accident 
and that O’Neil dragged the 
youth out of the car and restrain- 
ed him until the police arrived. 

“T said, ‘Come out of the car,’”’ 
O’Neil recalled, ‘‘and he said to 
me, ‘You don’t have to use the 
gun.’ I said, ‘What gun? It’s a 
pen. Come out of there.’ He tried 
to get away.” 

“Did you ever say to him, ‘If 


* you try to run-away I’ll blow your 


head off?’”’ I asked. 

“That’s not true,” O’Neil in- 
sisted. ‘‘Why would I use a gun 
on anybody for an automobile 
accident?”’ he continued. “I 
wouldn’t. I’d use it if somebody 
was using one on me. I don’t use 
a gun for an automobile acci- 


dent. So your witnesses, whoever 
they are, you can tell them that I 
said they’re liars and if they 
want to come and face me, there 
were other people standing there 
that I know very well.” 

When asked to name these 
other witnesses, however, O’Neil 
was unable to do so. He said his 
secretary had the names locked 
up and he would call back later 
when she returned to the office 
with the key. (He never called 
back.) He also suggested that I 
talk to Francis O’Brien, the man 
sitting in the first car. that was 
struck. 

I did. O’Brien said that 
Hemann “was trying to get out 
of his car when Dapper got out, 
went over and forced him up 
against the car.” 

“Did he pull a gun?” I asked. 

“vo. 

Apprised of this account from 
O’Brien, O’Neil became angry 
and warned me to be careful how 
I write the story, ‘‘because 
there’s witnesses here and I know 
that the press are waiting for me 
to make one slip.”’ At one point 
he said, ‘Don’t stick up for the 
decent citizen. Stick up for that 
drunken bastard that came over 
the island with the car. Stick up 
for him.” 

O’Neil was told that Hemann 

registered zero on the 
breathalyzer. ““Yeah? What else 
was he taking?’”’ O’Neil asked. 
- There is no indication yet if 
Hemann will file charges against. 
O'Neil. If he wanted to, a police 
source said, Hemann could 
charge the councilor with assault 
with a dangerous weapon. Such 
a charge, if proven, could bring a 
maximum penalty of five years 
in prison. 


Prison Budget Challenged.

A package of new state 
budgets, proposed by 
departments within the Human 
Services branch of State Govern- 
ment, was unveiled recently at 
a meeting presided over by the 
‘present Human Services 
‘Secretary, Peter Goldmark. The 
gathering, in a Hurley Building 
auditorium, had the air of a 
wake, with Goldmark arriving a 
little late after attending the 
final meeting of the outgoing 
Secretaries in the Sargent 
Cabinet. 

The mood of the hearings took 
a sharp turn when the focus 
moved to the budget proposed by 
the Correction Department, and 
Joseph. Sandler, a Harvard 
college senior, challenged DOC’s 
$44.8 million proposal with his 
own cost-saving counter budget. 
Sandler, who heads the Phillips 
Brooks House Prison Com- 
mittee, is a social science major 
who has worked with prisoners 
and on correctional reform 
legislation. 

If Corrections would get its 
“priorities realigned,’’ Joe 
Sandler told the Human Ser- 
vices commissioners and key 
staff crowding the auditorium, 
“this budget could be cut, 
realistically, by at least $7 
million. And the permanent de- 
population that we propose 
would allow the DOC practically 
to absorb the inflation factor as 
well as to reduce recidivism 
[repeat sentences].” 

Sandler spelled out how the 
Department could do a more 
progressive job of complying 
with Chapter 777’s mandate for 
prison reform through switching 
to community services. He’called 
on Correction Commissioner 


Frank Hall to spend more than 
the three percent DOC’s 
proposal allows for community 
programs — and less than the 70 
percent it has earmarked for 
guards, plant and hardware for 
the State’s five prisons. 3 

The problem with Correction’$ 
proposal for Fiscal 76, Sandler 
said, is that “it reflects a com- 
mitment to continued in- 
stitutional approaches” and not 
to the community alternatives 
the Commonwealth should be 
emphasizing to fulfill its man- 
date under law. 

Pointing out that DOC is 
assigning merely two percent of 
its budget to community pre- 
release services for the fiscal year 
starting in July and just one 
more percent to work release and 
educational release programs, 
Sandler said, “The lion’s share 
— 70 percent in 1975, and 73 per- 
cent in 1976 — will go for ‘sup- 
port and security.’ 

Objecting to DOC’s new in- 
creases for ‘“‘security’’ and 
“‘classification’’ personnel, 
Sandler said outlays for security 
and maintenance place the per- 
prisoner cost at $9800 for the 
next year. But the cost to the 
Department to keep a person in a 
community pre-release type 
facility, on the other hand, is 
‘“‘only $4823, including 
everything. [See ‘Curing’ the 
Prisoners,” Phoenix, Sept. 10.] 

Challenging Joe Sandler’s 
alternate budget was Mental 
Health Commissioner William 
Goldman who said that “de- 
institutionalization” has not 
resulted in savings for his 
Department. Sandler responded 
that he was talking about “real 
de-population”’ — that is, “clos- 
ing the institutions.”

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The Theatrical Firing of Ann McCurry

“The degradation to which I 
was subjected while working as 
an actress in the Boston com- 
pany of Lenny is not uni- 
que... .For my own self-respect 
and for my co-workers in the 
theater, I have to say as precisely 
as I can what happened to me so 
that perhaps it won’t happen 
with so much ease and frequency 
in the future... .I know that 
talking about this issue is poten- 
tially harmful to me... am 
prepared to fight with whatever 
resources I have.” 
—Ann McCurry 


On October 29, “Lenny,” a 
play based on the life of comic 
Lenny Bruce, opened at the 
Charles Playhouse in Boston 
with a young actress named Ann 
McCurry in the secondary role of 
Bruce’s wife, Rusty. The play 
and its cast were well-received 
McCurry herself got several good 
notices and one that was 
lukewarm but hardly 
devastating. But on November 5 
she was given notice and told 
that she could not complete her 
two weeks (according to Equity, 
an actor who is fired from a 
repertory company must be 
given two weeks’ pay, but the 
management is not required to 
allow her or him to continue per- 
forming during this period). She 
was then replaced by an actress 
who had auditioned for the part 
at the same time as she. 


Why would the producers of a 
successful play fire a well- 
reviewed performer a week after 
opening night? 

McCurry charges they did so 
because “an important member 
of the cast” (whom she is unable 
to name because of possible legal 
consequences) had been making 
sexual advances which she had 
repeatedly rebuffed, and that he 
demanded she be dismissed. She 
alleges that on November 4 the 
show’s co-producer, Sheldon 
Lubliner, told her that the “im- 
portant cast member” had refus- 
ed Lubliner’s suggestion that all 
of them get together and try to 
resolve the problem. Lubliner, 
according to McCurry, at- 
tributed this refusal to the ac- 
tor’s egotism. The next day 
McCurry was fired. She went on 
to claim that at the time of her 
dismissal, John Yates, the 
show’s director and other 
producer, admitted to her that 
she was being dumped at the in- 
sistence of her colleague, whose 
performance was suffering 
because of the situation. The 
following day McCurry decided 
that she wasn’t going to accept 
her firing and informed Yates 
she intended to fight it. Then, 
she says, he changed his story 
and claimed that she was being 
released because she had caused 
trouble backstage, harmed the 
“morale” of the company and 
allowed her personal problems to 
affect her performance.

Interestingly enough, 
McCurry’s agent, Jerry Hogan, 
claims — in writing — that he 
was told by the management 
that his client was being let go at 
the demand of another cast 
member. When I first spoke with 
John Yates, he would only say 
that he had fired McCurry for 


‘professional and artistic” 
reasons. A few days later, 


Sheldon Lubliner expanded on 


management’s explanation. He 
strongly denied McCurry’s ac- 
cusation, saying that ‘“‘no actor 
can hire or fire.”” He said she was 
let go by a “unilateral decision 
by the producers” because she

was “unruly with backstage 
help, was late for a performance, 
wouldn’t take directors’ notes, 
and gave bad performances. I 
run a business,’ Lubliner told 
me, “and when people involved 
in that business become less 
than professional, I let them go.” 

Yet when several reporters 
spoke with McCurry last week, 
she showed a statement, signed 
by every member of the cast ex- 
cept one, declaring that both her 
work and her conduct during 
rehearsals and performances had 
been excellent. Furthermore, 
Maxine Klein, a director who 
has been helping McCurry in her 
struggle for vindication and who 
previously directed her in three 
productions in New York, states 
emphatically: “I have never 
known her to misbehave 
professionally. She has been ex- 
emplary in every possible way. I 
can think of no actor with whom 
I’ve ever worked who has higher 
professional and communal 
standards than Ann McCurry.” 
It is strange that an actress so 
highly commended should 
suddenly begin to make trouble, 
and even stranger that she 
should do it unnoticed by those 
who work most closely with her. 

For some people in the Boston 
theater community, the incident 
is not at all strange. A statement 
signed by dozens of actors and 
actresses, including members of 
the visiting San Francisco Mime 
Troupe, reads in part: “Women

workers in and out of the theater 
have been constantly subjected 
to such treatment . . . .It is not a 
laughing matter. Many women 
are either out of work or degrad- 
ed in their work because no one 
takes a stand against sex ex- 
ploitation. We, the undersigned, 
take a stand.” Bobbi Ausubel, 
playwright and director at Cam- 
bridge’s Caravan Theatre, said 
that she and members of the 
current all-woman Caravan 
production, “Focus on Me,” 
were both outraged at the firing 
and excited by Ann McCurry’s 
courage. “It isn’t an uncommon 
thing to happen in theater,” 
Ausubel said bitterly, “but this 
is the first woman I’ve heard of 
who’s standing up to this kind of 
thing. It’s really brave.” 

The endorsement of 
McCurry’s position goes beyond 
the confines of the theater world. 
Women in the feminist move- 
ment are expressing their in- 
dignation: the Cambridge 
Women’s Center is drafting a 
statement of support, and other 
women’s groups are planning to 
discuss possible action. One has 
already spoken out: “9-to-5, the 
organization of women office 
workers, supports Ann McCurry 
in her fight against her arbitrary 
firing from the cast of “Lenny.” 
Working women in all areas of 
employment must put an end to 
this kind of unfair dis- 
criminatory treatment. We are 
with you in your efforts to 


eliminate this kind of problem 
for women.” 

It is important that Ann 
McCurry is seeking the backing 
of the feminist community, and 
particularly that of a group 
representing working women. 
The same power dynamic exists 
in theater as in other and less 
glamorous professions, and it is 
to both McCurry’s and the 
feminist organizations’ credit 
that they recognize the common 
sexual exploitation that links 
together women of disparate oc- 
cupations and life styles, if what 
McCurry alleges is true. 
Interestingly, when I spoke to 
Sheldon Lubliner he seemed 
confused that feminists would 
take an interest in McCurry’s 
allegations. When I explained 
that the women’s movement is 
concerned about sexual exploita- 
tion, he told me, in all 
seriousness, that he didn’t see 
what the fuss was about, since 
they had hired a woman to take 
McCurry’s place. Not to cast 
aspersions on an equal oppor- 
tunity employer, but what alter- 
native did he have in mind? 
Broderick Crawford? 

Although she is working with 
the Women’s Law Collective to 
discover what legal options are 
available to her, McCurry’s own 
plight is not her major focus. Her 
main interest is the impact her 
actions will have on the efforts of 
a group of actresses in New York 
that is trying to get Equity to 


make some provision against this 
all-too-common occurrence. 
Professionally, she has no il- 
lusions: her efforts will saddle 
her with a reputation as a 
troublemaker and damage her 
career. She seems more than 
ready to accept the consequences 
of her decision. 

Less heartening is the attitude 


‘of “Lenny” ’s management. If 


McCurry’s accusations are true, 
they are a poor commentary on 
people trying to present to the 


public a vision of a culture hero 
destroyed because he could not 
accept the hypocrisy of the world 
around him. They might have 
chosen to emulate their hero’s 
disdain for such dishonesty; in- 
stead, if the charges are valid, 
they have chosen to imitate one 
of his less admirable traits — his 
utter contempt for women. And 
it is ironic that, as they present 
onstage the torments of a man 
unable to cope with the sor- 
didness of the institutions that

in North Carolina. Joann 
Little, a 20-year-old black 
woman, was held on a robbery 
charge at Beaufort County Jail 
at a time when no other female 
prisoners were incarcerated. 
During her three months there, 
male guards subjected her to a 
number of harassments. On 
August 27, 1974, one of these, 
Clarence Alligood, was found 
stabbed to death in her cell after 
what an autopsy later revealed 
to be an apparent rape attempt. 
Ms. Little had fled, but on 
September 3 she surrendered to 
the state Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. She said she turned herself 
in to the Beaufort County 
authorities because otherwise, “‘I 
wouldn’t have been able to be 
here to tell what really 
happened.” 

An indigent, she is being held 
on $100,000 bond, and the Joann 
Little Defense Fund, Inc. has 
been formed to help raise this 
sum and defense expenses. 
Donations can be sent to P.O. 
Box 1003, Durham, N.C. 27702. 
If the bond seems a little ex- 
cessive, we shouldn’t be sur- 
prised — it is becoming increas- 
ingly apparent that the crime of 
self-defense is one that women 
can’t get away with easily.

drummer is beating their retreat. 
Backstage, Fanne Foxe is ready. 

The tape cassette that serves 
as an orchestra blares out a 
Latin theme. A follow spot cir- 
cumnavigates the stage, fanning 
the enthusiasm of the crowd. 
The announcer switches on his 
mike and beings: “Ladies and 
Gentlemen the Pilgrim Theatre 
proudly presents the Star of Our 
Show, the Argentine Firecracker, 
the Tidal Basin Bombshell — 
MISS FANNE FOXE. May I 
suggest you meet and greet her 
with a rousing applause.” 

“I don’t know what happened; 
I guess I slipped and fell in, then 
started to get out. It hurt me 
when they say that they fished 
me out of the Tidal Basin. These 
policemen grabbed me and I 
tried to get them away from me. 
I didn’t need their help. I don’t 
know how they could say that. 
I’m an expert swimmer.” 

The curtain rises; Fanne Foxe 
stands, tall and majestic, against 
a silver lame backdrop. The 
Latin music speeds up. She 


wriggles down the runway and 


gets down to business. 

Her breasts are barely covered 
to begin with: a single spangled 
gewgaw nestles over each nipple 
and areola. Soon enough, she has 
shed even these. The music 
grows more intense with each 
doffing of her clothing. Now she 
has gotten down to basics. ' 

The beads she wears at her 
waist flash wantonly under the 
lights as her hips gyrate. Hers is 
a peculiar motion for a stripper 
— not the bump and grind of 
Gypsy Rose Lee, not the 20- 
dollar-a-trick cheap come-on of 
the Combat Zone harridan. 
There is something uncannily 
zestful about her movement; not 
practiced, not studied, but fresh. 
She must have done it all a 
million times before — never, 
perhaps, for three thousand 
dollars a week — yet she still 
seems to enjoy her work. 

Fanne gads about the stage 
like a teenager at a beach party, 
exulting in her body and flashing 
a winsome smile. Her breasts are 
huge but flawless. Her thighs, 
long stripped of any last shreds 
of clothing, are firm. Only the 
musculature of her shoulders 
and upper arms — bony and 
almost boyish — gives any hint 


that this is the mother of three 
teenagers, a woman entering 
middle age. But she does have 
class. 

The crowd buys her act, 
applauding at the right 
moments, sitting still and rapt at 
the others. She clearly knows her 
business. 

“Mr. Mills? Yes, I have talked 
to him since this happened. No, 
not often. I don’t know if we will 
talk again. It is terrible. He and 
Mrs. Mills, they are good friends 
of mine.” 

The act starts to fall apart 
only when Fanne takes out her 
basket of lollipops and hands 
them out around the runway to

types in the back rows can’t hear 
her, can’t see her, can’t unders- 
tand what’s going on. For five 
minutes or so she dawdles 
around the edge of the stage, un- 
til the protests from the back 
grow too vocal to ignore and she 
gets on with the show. And soon 
enough, her act is over. 

“T want to go back to Medical 
School,”’ she said at a press con- 
ference the day before.

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Changes Ahead for Cambridge Rent Control?

“Our thirst for knowledge is 
very great. We have little to go 
on other than what you provide 
us with.”” With these noble sen- 
timents, George Waldstein, 
thirsty chairman of the Cam- 
bridge Rent Control Board, kick- 
ed off last week’s public hearings 
in Rindge Auditorium on the 
proposed city-wide rent in- 
creases. 

For several hours, angry 
tenants and homeowners, most 
of them representatives of local 
tenant unions, spat out their op- 
position to rent adjustments that 
would cover landlords for higher 
heating costs and inflated 
property taxes. ““‘Why should we 


pay our landlords’ taxes? They 
don’t pay our taxes,” said Ester 
Ewing. “Don’t you think our 
costs have gone up too? Why not 
give us an across-the-board 
decrease so that we can pay our 
higher gas and electric bills and 
still have some of our income left 
over?” 

Speaker after speaker 


‘denounced the Rent Control 


Board for making arbitrary 
decisions and playing favorites. 
How can a five-member board 
make, fair decisions on rent in- 
creases when‘ two of its members 
are landlords? asked Jonathan 
Walters, representing the Har- 
vard Legal Aid Bureau. Walters 
accused Paul Watkins, one of 


two landlord representatives on 
the Rent Control Board, of con- 
flicting interests based on 
Watkins’s position as the 
Treasurer of the Cambridge 
Property Owners’ Association. 
Walters also said Watkins is ser- 
ving illegally, because he is a 
resident of Weston and not Cam- 
bridge. Others questioned the 
legitimacy of the Rent Control 
Board’s two tenant represen- 
tatives, because they were ap- 
pointed by the City Manager 
and not elected by tenants. Even 
Waldstein, who was appointed 
impartial chairman (neither a 
landlord nor a tenant), did not 
have many fans among the 
crowd. ““‘The Board’s neutral 


member must live in the Cam- 
bridge Commons. How else 
could he be neutral?” asked one 
speaker. 

Several references were made 
to a court injunction issued last 
week in Middlesex Superior 
Court ordering the Cambridge 
Rent Control Board to hold its 
future meetings in open session. 
Opponents of the proposed rent 
increases charged that a 20-40 
percent hike had already been 
decided upon in secret meetings. 
(While accusations of secrecy 
flew fast and furious in Cam- 
bridge, the issue of open 
meetings caused the Somerville 
Rent Control Board to adjourn 
its session in City Hall 


prematurely. According to 
Somerville Tenants Union 
member Sheila Rhine, the Board 
discussed a mechanism to deter- 
mine rent increases in 
deliberately soft tones so that 
members of the audience 
couldn’t hear or comment. When 
tenants protested, the meeting 
was cut short, said Rhine.) 
Several of the speakers at the 
Cambridge hearings expressed 
concern that rent adjustments 
would be made across the board, 
without consideration for 
tenants’ complaints against poor 
maintenance and substandard 
living conditions. William Lewis

Not all small claims par- 
ticipants are concerned with up- 
grading the small claims court’s 
usefulness to the consumer, as 
Weiss points out: 

“Perhaps the principal cause 
of the courts’ weaknesses is that 
those who are least interested in 
making small claims courts into 
people’s courts are those who use 
them most. The majority of suits 
are brought by businesses (57 
percent of the total docket in 
Cambridge, 84 percent in 
Washington, D.C., 65 percent in 
Alameda County, California) 
and the majority of those sued 
are private individuals. Among 
the plaintiffs not classified as 
businesses, moreover, are 
landlords seeking rent and a 
large number of doctors and den- 
tists. In short, most small claims 
courts function principally as 
collection agencies, rubber stam-

the claim, the defendant’s possi- 
ble defenses, or the fairness of 
the original credit arrange- 
ment.” 

The consumers currently using 
the small claims courts are not 
necessarily poor — 17 of 18 peo- 
ple questioned (during compila- 
tion of the Gould study) in a 
Roxbury court were from 
families with an income of less 
than $10,000, while other com- 
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corporations, large stores, and 
hospitals or utilities supply con- 
stables with a profitable volume 
of business (picking up perhaps 
100 summonses in a single visit 
to the clerk’s office) the con- 
stables sometimes flatly refuse 
to take private (small claims) 
cases. Worse yet, some take 
private cases but make minimal 
or no effort to collect the money 
or serve the capias. 

“In general,”’ the Gould study 
concludes, ‘“‘although Boston 
constables as a whole carry out 
their duty, in a significant 
number of cases the consumer- 
plaintiff finds them a less than 
expeditious means of carrying 
his suit to conclusion. On the 
other hand, when faced with an 
uncooperative or elusive oppo- 
nent, he has little choice but to 
seek the services of such of- 
ficers.”” 

One lawyer agreed with that 
estimation of constables’ ser- 
vices, but emphasizing also that 
he understood the plight of the 
constables as well. 

“Imagine the guys — the con- 
stables — faced with serving a 
summons or worse, a capias, on 
some tough dude in a rough 
neighborhood of the city. For five 
or six bucks you can be sure as 
hell he’s not risking his neck! So 
the summons ends up in a trash 
barrel, and the constable shrugs 
and says, ‘Hey, gee, I’m sorry, I 


just couldn’t find that .

The most important factor in 
improvement of the small claims 
courts is the publicizing of courts 


to the community. Most lawyers, - 


clerks, judges and consumer ad- 
vocates agree that many of the 
shortcomings of the present 
system would be alleviated 
merely by mass use of the courts. 
The California TV Repair Coun- 
cil is on the right track: they re- 
quire that the small claims court 
phone number be printed on the 
buyer’s copy of receipts for TV 
repair service.

out-of-court settlement. In this 
case, although you’re cheated 
out of the opportunity to play 
Perry Mason, you still are spared 
a day missed from work and, 
probably, the hour(s) you’d have 
to wait for your case to be an- 
nounced in court. Notify SCC — 
for the records of the court — 
that your case has been settled. 
If for some reason you cannot 
get to court on the day of your 
hearing, you can ask for an ad- 
journment. Call the clerk with 
your reason — you'll be out of 
town or whatever — and you'll 
be granted one continuance to 
another date (so will the defen- 
dant if he requests one). But 
‘“‘Remember,”’ as the PIRG 
pamphlet emphasizes, “that the 
purpose of the Small Claims 
Court is to provide the average 
citizen with a hearing which is 
informal, inexpensive, and ex- 
pedient”’ (emphasis added). 
When the great day does 
arrive, get to court early, watch 
the other wronged people milling 
around, and ask any last-minute 


hour of listening to the tales told 
by both sides, the judge will in- 
form you that his ruling will 
arrive in the mail. This can take 
as little as a couple of days, 
because SCC decisions are not 
tied up in legal encumbrances. 
The judge, and only the judge, 
decides what’s fair. 

If the ruling is in your favor, 
the judge will order the defen- 
dant to pay the money owed you 
plus any additional court costs. 
The court may set up an install- 
ment schedule for payment if the 
defendant has convinced the 
judge he cannot possibly pay in 
full. If you’re very lucky, the 
defendant will come up with the 
total amount ordered by the 
court, but some defendants 
never cough up. Statistics on 
how many plaintiffs never 
collect a penny on their claims 
aren’t available, but estimates 
from lawyers put the figure at 
one-half to one-third of all 
successful litigants. 

If the defendant does refuse to 
pay, you will have to hire a 
sheriff to collect. If he can’t or 
won’t fork over to a sheriff, you 
can request a supplementary 
procedure; in this case the defen- 
dant is required to “show cause”’ 
why he hasn’t paid. Should he

still not satisfy the claim, the 
judge can issue a capias, an order 
subjecting the defendant to 
arrest. 
“Collection is a very big 
problem,” Judge Cratsley ad- 
mitted. ‘‘We judges don’t really 
get into that area. We will get 
into the supplementary process 
case if in fact the defendant 
agrees to come into court and be 
subject to it. But often the losing 
party just makes himself scarce 
so the plaintiff can’t get service 


on them, and sheriffs can’t find 
them to serve capias or threaten 
them with arrest. There is the 
additional frustration to the 
plaintiff of sheriffs or constables 
who aren't interested in 
cooperating, in finding the par- 
ties for you at all.” 


The difficulty of collecting on 
a claim is recognized in 
Matthews’s SCC guide: “Unfor- 
tunately ... all these steps are 
going to require time and effort 


on your part. If you don’t want to 
bother, what you should do is 
call a lawyer and tell him you’ve 
got the judgment and that you 
can’t collect it but that you know 
where the person [defendant] 
lives and you want to know if 
he’ll take the case. Most lawyers 
will be glad to take the case for 
about a 30 to 40 percent cut of 
the judgment, if it’s anywhere 
over a hundred dollars .... 
Even though you get less than 
the full amount, the other guys 
have to pay the whole amount, 
so you still get that satisfaction. 
To sum up, if you have any trou- © 
ble collecting, see the clerk, see 
the sheriff, or see a lawyer. If you 
don’t know a lawyer, call the 
clerk’s office and ask for the 
name of a ‘good collection 
lawyer.’ ” 

As you see, your case can end 
very quickly with hasty payment 
in full when the official sum- 
mons arrives, or it can drag on 
beyond a favorable judgment to 
the many and various hassles ac- 
tual collection can entail. You 
can take comfort, perhaps, in the 
fact that you've tried, and also in 
the fact that the business or 
repairman may be dissuaded by 
your actions from continuing to 
exploit other consumers. 


And keep | 
that file of documents under 
your arm. You don’t want to try 
the patience of the judge by hav- 
ing to scurry around to find the 
essential papers once you’re 
before him. 

After you’ve found a seat in 
the courtroom and have gone 
through the “‘all rise’’ business, 
you'll have to sit back and be 
patient for a while. Cases will be 
called and many will be 
defaulted because one or another 
party doesn’t show up. You may 
not-even have the dubious 
amusement of hearing other 
people’s sad stories, because 
much of the court procedure 
takes place right in front of the 
judge in mumbled tones, amid 
waving papers or brandished 
appliances. On the other hand, 
you may be treated to the perfor- 
mance of a ‘‘Master of 
Ceremonies ... a judge [who 
gives] vent to his frustrated 
vaudevillian impulses when 
holding Small Claims Court,” 
Douglas Matthews’s book notes. 
“To some extent, this is both 
refreshing and beneficial to the 
proceedings, since a certain 
amount of levity tends to dispel 
the more intimidating aspects of 
courtroom atmosphere. Indeed, 
when well done, some gentle rib- 
bing from the judge can make 
people realize they’re being a bit 
rigid and make them more 
accepting of a fair compromise 
decision.” 

When your case is called, ap- 
proach the bench ready to be 
your most reasonable self. Tell 
your story accurately, complete- 
ly, and allow the defendant to 
tell his. Don’t interrupt or call 
him a liar; this only makes the 
judge feel you’ve probably been a 
hard .customer to deal with all 
along. Don’t throw around a lot 
of legal terms; it will only tempt 
the judge to parry with more of 
them or enable the defendant’s 
lawyer (if he has one) to take ad- 
vantage of you on his own turf. 

Sue the B*st*rds offers a little 
couplet to help you keep in mind 
the essentials during the 
hearing: 

Histrionics are to be eschewed 

Organization is to be pursued. 
Present your side of the story in 
terse, precise form, and don’t in- 
dulge in any thespian antics. 

After five minutes to a half an 
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Brookline attitude — politics as 
avocation. There may be a less 
idealistic reason for his demurr- 
ing, however. ‘‘Fran could be an 
ideal candidate or ad- 
ministrator,”” says his close 
friend, Marshall Smith. “But 
with Michael in office, he doesn’t 
feel he has to be. He’s never had 
Michael’s ego needs.” 

Smith is another ex officio 
cabinet member, and a long-time 
Dukakis fund-raiser. ‘I used to 
bring potential contributors up 
to his law office,”’ recalls Smith, 
“‘and tell them they’d have to br- 
ing their own sandwich.” True or 
not, the anecdote fuels the frugal 
image in which all the 
Brooklinites like to cast 
Dukakis. (‘‘He doesn’t drink,” 
says one. “Booze costs money.’’) 
Smith, founder of the Paperback 
Booksmith, met. Dukakis 
through Meaney, once his* up- 
stairs neighbor in a Beacon Hill 
apartment building. An old-line 
progressive, Smith may well in- 
fluence Michael in the inevitable 
next go-round on the state’s 
obscenity law. The well-stocked 
Booksmith, remembers its 
owner, “was the only legitimate 
establishment to carry Avatar,”

most, however, about mass tran- 
sit (he is Brookline’s represen- 
tative on the MBTA Advisory 
Board), environmental affairs 
(he is past chairman of the 
Brookline Conservation Com- 
mission), and urban preserva- 
tion. As a town meeting member, 
Meaney drafted a warrant 
declaring a moratorium on 
building construction, and it led 
to landmark zoning bylaws 
restricting the growth of high- 
rise housing at the expense of old 
neighborhoods. He and Dukakis 
see that fight as relevant 
statewide. “Both Michael and I 
believe strongly in the idea of the 
liveable city,’ says Meaney. 
They have for some time: in law 
school they jointly authored a 
; paper examining Massachusetts 
urban renewal. 
Surprisingly (almost impossi- 
ae les ble to believe, really), Meaney 
. says he will not assume a promi- 
nent post in the new Administra- 
tion. In part, his is a distinctly 


the original Boston underground 
paper whose four-letter words 
brought out the Puritan in the 
police. In the legal fight that 
followed, Smith was successfully 
represented by his old neighbor, 
Fran Meaney. Smith, long the 
chairman of the Brookline 
Human Relations Commission 
(he recently resigned), will also 
bring a variety of race-related 
concerns to Dukakis. “I'll talk to 
Michael about the whole area of 
human relations, especially race, 
with an emphasis on government 
hiring,” says Smith. 

Dukakis has been in trouble 
lately on such issues, especially 
on busing. A June position paper 
advocating large-scale com- 
munity control of schools was 
widely interpreted as a call for 
separaté-but-equal education, 
and Dukakis took a media 
beating on the statement. He 
was cast as a backsliding liberal 
and got only 35 percent of 
Boston’s black vote despite a 
strong campaign push (led, in- 
cidentally, by a black Brookline 
neighbor and town meeting 
member). 

He might have avoided the 
whole mess had he heeded ad- 


vice he sought from his former 
Brookline High student council 
colleague, Hacky Kassler: A 
former counsel to the Civil 
Liberties Union whom then- 
representative Dukakis con- 
sulted on state racial imbalance 
and anti-discrimination legisla- 
tion, Kassler recalls a Brookline 
dinner party early this summer. 
“We were finished with dinner 
and Michael came up and said, 
‘Let me try something out on 
you.’ Well, at least he was 
forewarned for the reaction.” In 
.a detailed memo, Kassler alerted 
Dukakis that the community 
control concept, though well- 
intentioned, would be misinter- 
preted because of its timing. 
“That shows you,” says Kassler. 
“Michael is great on give-and- 
take, but he makes up his own 
mind.” 

Kassler, by the way, is proof 
that Dukakis’s Brookline 
loyalties work two ways. In 1971, 
when Kassler ran successfully for 
the Brookline Board of 
Selectmen, Dukakis publicly 
supported him — despite the 
fact that Kassler was opposed by 
the brother of a Dukakis law 
partner. Will Dukakis continue 


to consult his old friend Kassler 
while in office? Perhaps so. 
Kassler called the Phoenix office 
Thursday to say that “Michael 
just called and talked to my wife. 
He said, “This is your new Gover- 
nor. Could I have your lasagna 
recipe?’ 

Kassler is an exception among 
the old Dukakis Brookline clique 
— most are not pursuing their 
own political careers. (A few 
have served on the Brookline 
School Committee, but this 
board, unlike Boston’s, is 
decidedly apolitical.) Most, in 
fact, might easily have fallen 
into the mold of well-meaning 
but ineffective suburbanites, 
were it not for the presence of 
one Alan Sidd, currently the 
Brookline Treasurer and long a 
fixture in both the town and 
state Democratic organizations. 
“Alan helped us all, including 
Michael, grow up a lot,” says 
Sandy Kohn, a Brookline social 
worker and former Dukakis 
sweetheart who later introduced 
him to his wife. Sidd has brought 
the Dukakis organization some 
street smarts, the lessons of long 
years of clubhouse training in 
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where he lived until 1959. If 
anyone should feed one-liners to 
Michael, it’s Sidd, whose gruff, 
Edward G. Robinson manner 
(“Lemme tell ya about .. .”) is 
an endearing contrast to 
Dukakis. 

After the primary election, 
Sidd commented on an article 
alleging a great influx of political 
hacks into the Dukakis camp. 
“That’s ridiculous. There’s only 
one hack in the campaign, and 
that’s me.’ Sidd views the 
Dukakis victory as a vindication 
of what many think it has 
-destroyed: party politics. “‘This 
shows that grassroots partisan 
politics, responsive to new ideas, 
can build a_ winning 
organization.””’ He admits to a 
“personal loyalty to Michael. 
He’s the most unusual person 
I know—no, I take that back. I 
probably know some derelicts 
that are more unusual.” He 
claims now that he’ll leave 
political tactics to Michael and 
Fran Meaney, but he’ll counsel 
Dukakis in areas the candidate 
has made a few campaign 
promises about. “I'll make 
recommendations in the areas in 
which I have expertise,’ says the

home.” 

Among the other heralded 
Dukakis campaign promises is 
the one about women appointees 
to the new Administration.

Cabinet, but judging from the 
Brookline inner circle, female 
braintrusters are old hat to the 
Governor. His next-door 
neighbor, Ann Wacker, men- 
tioned a few days after the elec- 
tion the conversations she an- 
ticipates in the backyard, “T’ll 
have to talk to him about women 
appointees, though I’m sure Kit- 
ty will never let him forget about 


that.” The veteran Democrat 
Town Committee member will 
have more to say on another 
issue, however. “I’d like to see 
much more state support for day 
care programs in the schools,” 
says the Brookline School Com- 
mittee member. “We have five 
programs going in the town and 
we can’t begin to charge what it 
costs us.” What about Michael’s 
pledges of fiscal austerity? 
“Michael will have to make 
some hard choices. But we need 
all the human services we can 
get.”” Wacker’s husband Warren 
may also raise interesting 
questions. He is the director of 
Harvard’s health service 
program and an ardent advocate 
of progressive medical care 
delivery systems of the sort in- 
surance companies often bad- 
— on Beacon — and Capitol 
— Hill. 

The list goes on and on: some 
who talk to Michael frequently, 
some who see him at parties, 
some only at the always well- 
attended town Democratic gar- 
den parties — at the last one, 
Ted Kennedy was. a surprise 
guest. But other members of the 
kitchen — or dinner party — 


cabinet will include: 

e Ben Alper. It’s not at all 
inconceivable that when the first 
prison crisis of the new Ad- 
ministration flares up, this 
Boston College criminology 
professor nearing 70 will get a 
call from the Governor. What if 
the upcry comes again for an end 
to the furlough program? “T’ll 
tell him to hold tight, man,” says 
Alper. “It'll pass.”’ Alper himself 
has long been holding tight to a 
strict anti-institutional view of 
corrections. Author of eight 
books (most recently, Prisons: 
Inside-Out), he maintains, “It’s 
absurd to train people for 
freedom in a place of limited 
freedom.”’ He says he plans to 
hold Dukakis to the landmark 
de-institutionalization process 
begun by Gov. Sargent for 
“juveniles, mental patients, the 
retarded, as many as possible.” 
It’s hard to believe Michael 
would name a Corrections Com-* 
missioner without consulting 
this other original member of the 
Dukakis Brookline organization. 

e Joan Hertzmark. “Chair-

Hertzmark was unavailable for 
comment about the new Gover- 
nor last week. The answering ser- 
vice recording on her phone 
spoke eloquently for the long- 
time campaign worker, however. 
‘‘Leave your name, phone 
number and message when you 
hear the beep,” she says on the 
tape. “And while you’re waiting, 
let me remind you that 1974 is 
the year we will elect Mike 
Dukakis Governor!” 

e Herb Goodwin. Another 
one-time member of the 
Brookline Democratic Com- 
mittee, Goodwin has drifted 
away from Michael somewhat of 
late — partly because he’s been 
working under Robert Quinn, as 
head of the Attorney General’s 
Consumer Protection Division. 
The two have been involved in 
the past, however, with early 
rent control battles in Brookline 
and Goodwin strongly believes 
Dukakis will file legislation to 
make the rent control law per- 
manent. 

e@ Jacques and Adelle 
Drosnick. In their late 50s, the 
Drosnicks call themselves the 
senior citizens of the Dukakis 
clique. The husband, another 
Brookline School Committee 


member, will let their mutual 
friend know his views concerning 
the need for “suburbs to ease the 
burden of integration on the cen- 
tral cities.” Jacques Drosnick is 
also an advocate of reforming the 
property tax financing system 
for schools. His wife, a 
nutritionist at Beth Israel 
Hospital and a member of the 
White House Conference on 
Hunger, will advise Dukakis to 
reorganize the state nutrition 
education program, which she 
claims is now under-funded and 
scattered amongst various agen- 
cies. 

e John Reed. A member of 
the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority, Reed will push for an

neighborhoods, as well as for 
methods of financing such pro- 


e Dan White. Another 
Dukakis neighbor and town 
Democratic organization 
member, White, an MIT 
professor who bought a con- 
dominium from Michael, says, 
“T guess I bring him the views of 
the academic constituency, for 
whatever that’s worth.” 

It’s difficult to overstate the 
enthusiasm of the hometown 
cabinet for Michael. Many, in 
fact, regard the Dukakis Ad- 
ministration as a chance for the 
rest of the state to be exposed to 
the wonders of government, 


Brookline-style. ‘‘This is so 
much a victory for Brookline 
people,” says Adelle Dronsick. 
“People outside can’t yet un- 
derstand it. It sounds idealistic 
and silly, but people in this town 
are not in politics for themselves, 
but to serve.” 

Fran Meaney, for one, is 
somewhat more measured in his 
words about the town that’s 
given us a governor. “Sure, 
there’re a lot of idealistic people 
from Brookline, a lot of them 
around Michael. But it’s what 
you’d expect from a town with an 
educated populace, a great tax 
base, manageable population. 
Stack that up against a 
Chevrolet and you win every 
time.” Well, yes. Thus far, at 
least, the man they call Michael 
still rides the subway.

argued that rent increases 
should be calculated separately 
for each building on the basis of 
individual hearings. He argued 
that tenants need guarantees 
that they will get something in 
return for increased rents. 
Another Cambridge tenant, 
Philip Shaw, proposed that 
landlords be required to pay 


security deposits to tenants. He 
then challenged landlords to pre- 
sent facts and figures that 
demonstrate a net profit loss and 
hence justify rent increases. 

Few landlords spoke up last 
Thursday night, when I attended 
the hearings. Sensing that they 
were a vulnerable minority, they 
must have fled the scene during 
the halftime break. But many, 
including Harry A. Gilbert, Inc. 
and the Rental Housing Associa- 
tion of Greater Boston, turned in 
financial statements and itemiz- 
ed expense accounts to the Rent 
Control Board. - 

But as the hearings progress- 
ed, it became clear that the 
validity of the landlords’ finan- 
cial reports was not the real 
issue. Most’ speakers 
acknowledged increased costs 
but denied that tenants should 
bear the full burden. The real 
issue, as Steve Meachum, 
representing the Cambridgeport 
Homeowners and Tenants 
Association, aptly put it, is: 
“Where is the fat in the city?” 
Real Estate Speculation — 
that’s where the fat is — said 
Meachum to a crowd that 
wholeheartedly agreed. 

Along the same lines, Cam- 
bridge tenant Ellen McBride 
demanded to know why Harvard 
and MIT, which own 30 percent 
of the city’s land, are not being 
forced to share expenses. 
McBride suggested that the 


proposed rent increases 
represented a concerted effort to 
force homeowners out of the city, 
so that speculators like Harvard 
and MIT could expand their con- 
trol over the city. 

More serious allegations were 
made. A position paper dis- 
tributed by the Cambridge 
Tenants Organizing Committee 
(CTOC) labeled the Board an 
accomplice in a state-wide 
movement to weaken rent con- 
trol. The paper referred to events 
in Lynn earlier this year. “In 
Lynn, a 15 percent city-wide rent 
increase was passed in January, 
1974, and in June a pro-landlord 
City Council repealed rent con- 
trol entirely. Despite a 1972 
referendum in which Lynn voters 
voiced strong support for rent 
control, a Superior Court Judge 
last month upheld the City 
Council decision to abolish con- 
trols,” according to CTOC. 

After the meeting, I talked to 
chairman Waldstein. He denied 
accusations that decisions on 
rent increases had already been 
made in closed sessions, and he 
claimed there was no need for a 
court injunction. I asked him if 
his thirst for knowledge had been 
slaked by the testimony 
presented at the hearings. 
“Some of it was informative, 
some of it was inflammatory, 
and there was a lot of hot air,” he 
told me. He chalked it all up to 
the democratic process. 
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The Dethroning of po King—Who

Both the present and future 
governors of Massachusetts were 
in agreement that Edward J. 
King, kingpin of the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, 
would have to go. 

And both Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent and Governor-elect 
Michael S. Dukakis made their 
feelings known to at least four 
members of the seven-member 
Port Authority prior to the 
November election. 

There was no doubt that King 
would be fired from his $58,500 a 
year position as executive direc- 
tor of the Port. Authority; the 
only uncertainty was when it 
would take place. The feeling of 
the majority of the members of 
the board was that King had 
sacrificed the interests of the 
community and the environment 
in order to build the world’s 
eighth busiest airport. His of- 
ficial firing came at a stormy 
meeting on Thursday. The vote 
was 4 to 2 — the seventh 
member of the board walked out 
without voting. 

In favor of the ouster were 

Chairman J. Alan Fay, Rev. 
Albert Salese, Mrs. Anne 
Hershfang and Michael Chris- 
tian — the latter seen as the 
crucial swing vote. Backing 
retention of King were Frank 
Harrington and William Lyden. 
Voting only with his feet was 
Anthony P. DeFalco. 
' Prior to Thursday’s vote, the 
business community rallied to 
support King and exerted 
pressure on Christian to either 
vote to keep King, or at least to 
back the appointment of a new 
executive director who was not 
anti-business. Christian 
withstood the pressure and at 
Thursday’s meeting was elected 
chairman of a committee that 
will conduct a ‘‘nationwide” 
search for King’s successor. 

The successor, according to 
Port Authority sources, will be 
chosen before July, because that 
is when the term of member 
Anthony P. DeFalco, a pro-King 
and pro-Logan expansion sup- 
porter, expires. 

Because of the suddenness and 
initial secrecy of the ouster 
move, Sargent was taken by sur- 
prise. Dukakis, conveniently, 


was vacationing in Bermuda. 

The seven board members 
held a private dinner meeting 
Monday night at Maison Robert, 
the French restaurant in the old 
City Hall. They voted unofficial- 
ly — 4 to 3 — to ask King to 
resign or be fired. (At that 
meeting, DeFalco voted to keep 
King.) 

Authority members close to 
King had the story leaked to the 
newspapers, Monday night in a 
last-ditch attempt to get the 
story out and to rally business 
leaders behind King before the 
Thursday meeting. The business 
community, led by the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
did gather behind King, but it 
was too little too late. 

Top political sources at the 
State House said that Sargent 
and Dukakis, through at least 
two intermediaries, had agreed 
to get rid of King no matter who 
won the election. However, the 
removal was not~scheduled to 
take place until after Dukakis 
assumed gubernatorial power 
January 2. 

The intermediaries were 
Transportation Secretary Alan 
Altshuler, who often was at odds 
over policy with King, and Mrs. 
Hershfang, an avowed en- 
vironmentalist. Herbert 
Hershfang, her husband, is an 
attorney close to Dukakis who 
contributed to his campaign for 
governor. 

Fay admitted as much at a 
press conference prior to the of- 
ficial meeting. He said that both 
Sargent and Dukakis “had in- 
formed us previously that they 
were not opposed to our seeking 
a new executive director.” He 
said that the message was con- 
veyed by Altshuler and Mrs. 
Hershfang — Altshuler for 
Sargent and Mrs. Hershfang for 
Dukakis. 

In response to the news of the 
Monday dinner meeting, 
Sargent said, “I was surprised to 
read reports that a majority of 
the Port Authority board intends 
to replace Edward King as ex- 
ecutive director.” Sargent said 
he did not feel ‘that this is the 
time for such action,” and he 
urged a delay until after Dukakis 
was sworn in as governor. 

His aides were more out-

spoken, and they blamed the 
long reach of Dukakis, from Ber- 
muda to Boston, for King’s quick 
removal. Dukakis nicely dodged 
the issue saying, through a 
spokesman, that it was inap- 
propriate for him to interfere 
with the workings of Massport 
until he became governor. 

“It’s Dukakis’ doing,” said one 
aide to the Governor, “but the 
blood that is being splattered is 
being splattered on Sargent, not 
Dukakis. Dukakis is out of the 
state. He does it and Sargent, a 
lame duck, takes the heat.” 

State House sources said that 
the move was made quickly so 


“that King, who has friends at the 


State House as well as in the 
business community, could not 
turn to Beacon Hill for help. 


House Speaker David M. 
Bartley, who is friendly with 
King, was in the dark until a 
reporter called him in Holyoke 
on Tuesday morning following 
the private dinner meeting. 


“What an incredible way to do 
the public’s business!” Bartley 
reacted. ‘“‘It was a virtual 
hatchet-job. They did him in ina 
back room because he had the 
guts to do his job.” 


The surprise coup, according 
to sources, was engineered by 
Chairman: Fay with the 
knowledge of Dukakis. And 
Sargent was not informed. Fay, a 
strong community activist and 


environmentalist, has had ongo-' 


ing differences with King. 

Fay, following the Monday 
dinner meeting, refused to com- 
ment. Howard Knowles, 
political editor of the Worcester 
Telegram, which also broke the 
story, called Fay at his home in 
Weston at 12:10 a.m: on Tues- 
day. Fay refused to let Knowles 
get his question in. “It’s well 
past my bedtime,” Fay said. 
“Call me tomorrow. I’m going 
back to bed,” he said, hanging 
up. 

There was no indication whom 
the Authority would pick to 
replace King, but it was certain 
that the person would be an ex- 
ecutive strong on the environ- 
ment and on community 
relations. 

King, a former lineman for the 
Baltimore Colts, worked at the 
Authority for 15 years, the last 11 
as executive director. Following 
a squabble with several Authori- 
ty members last summer, when it 
was thought he would be fired,

~ he was voted a $4000 raise in- 


stead. 

The main difference in King’s 
status was the appointment by 
Gov. Sargent of Mrs. Hershfang, 
who replaced Edward C. Maher 
of Worcester, a strong King 
backer, on Oct. 1. 

The business community’s 
attempt to save King was led. by 
Philip H. Peters, president of the 
Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. Peters said his firing 
would have an “‘adverse impact” 
on the economy. Even Sen. 
Edward W. Brooke got into the 
act. Brooke sent a telegram to 
the seven board members saying 
that he had found King to be 
“innovative, resourceful and 
courageous.” 

King, considered a forceful 
and able administrator, had ap- 
parently refused to change with 
the times after building and ex- 
panding Logan Airport. His 
critics complained that he refus- 
ed to take community participa- 
tion into consideration when 
dealing with airport expansion, 
and that he battled for what he 
wanted with various city and 
state officials, including Sargent 
and Boston Mayor Kevin White. 

Recently King disagreed with 
board members over the need for 
another runway at the airport, 
over the Third Harbor Tunnel, 
the site of the proposed container 
ship terminal, the East Boston 
Waterfront Park, and so on. His 
leadership was of the strong and 
personal variety, and there were 
numerous complaints that he 
did not take into account the 
needs and desires of the 
residents of East Boston, 
Winthrop and other neighboring 
communities. 

There was also always the fear 
of ‘‘the second airport” — where 
it would go if one were to be 
built, if indeed one were really 
needed. Residents of the Bedford 
area, for instance, lived with the 
constant apprehension that the 
second facility would wind up in 
Hanscom Field, where Massport 
already owns property. 

Now it is expected that the 
growth of Logan, and of the 
power of the Port Authority, will 
come to a temporary halt, pen- 
ding the selection of a new ex- 
ecutive director.

PROVIDENCE — If there was 
ever a professional basketball 
game that looked like it should 
have been played in Providence, 
it was Wednesday night’s.

Team B’s traditional Achilles’ 
heel has been that no one has 
bothered to introduce the 
players to one another, and that 
the aforementioned Mr. Barry 
has been known to harbor a 
proclivity for thinking that the 
only thing a man can do with a 
basketball is shoot it. 

Team B had also fallen on the 
previous night to the Buffalo 
Braves in a highly physical 
game. And in general, if someone 
tells you that Rick Barry is going 
to score 42 points, it is usually a 
fairly safe assumption that his 
team is going to lose. So what 


happens on Wednesday night? . 


Well, yes, Rick Barry scores 42 
points. And the Celtics tie the 
game up no less than three times 
in the last five minutes, only to 
(a) blow an easy shot (by John 
Havlicek as well as Jimmy ‘Ard 
missed gimmes), (b) foul 
somebody for no earthly reason, 
(c) throw the ball away, or 
(d) all of the above, at every 
available opportunity. Given the 
conditions, it was the Celtics’ 
most abysmal performance yet. 
A dump? I didn’t say that, but I 
do know for a fact that there are 
some fairly famous Rhode Island 
businessmen of Mediterranean 
ancestry who were very pleased 
by the outcome. 

For their part, the Warriors 
were so spurred on by the victory 
that they went out the next night 
and lost by 29 points. To the 
Cleveland Cavaliers.

Then there was team C. That 
would be the New England 
Patriots, who were, as some peo- 
ple might recall, very much in 
the running for a playoff spot a 
mere five weeks ago. Since then 
they have managed to emulate, 
well, not the Patriots of old, but 
try the Dallas Cowboys of the 
late ‘60s. The Patriots have 
managed to Blow the Big One on 
four of their last five chances, 
and in the process they have lost 
(a) their starting tight end, 
(b) three of the four wide 
receivers they had on the roster 
before they started losing foot- 
ball games, (c) their leading 
rusher, and (d) their poise. In 
addition, enough key players — 
John Hannah, Tom Neville, 
Mack Herron, Mel Lunsford, 
Randy Vataha, to name a few — 
are so crippled that they would 
not even be in uniform were 
there anyone to take their places, 
which there literally is not.

cannot be exactly sanguine 
about the prospectus for the rest 
of this season. ;

But when one looks at last 
Sunday’s loss to the Jets, it was 
not, despite the plethora of

And while Jim Plunkett’s four 
interceptions obviously did little 
to enhance the Patsies’ chances, 
they did not in themselves lose 
the game either, for the Pats 
patently could have won it 
anyway.

In 1914, Harvard won 36-0. In

cient punter calls. “You've got to 
see the museum.” The museum 
turns out to be a room in back 
filled with antique pipes, 
lighters, tobacco pouches and 
boxes. 

Some are very old. 

Some are even as old as The 
Game. 

Ed Chamberlain is 65 and has 
been superintendent at Kirkland 
House for 28 years and this is his 
last Yale Week. For him, it is not 
the same as other, older Yale 
Weeks. He tries to remember 
when it began to change for him. 

“In my mind’s eye,” he says, 
behind his desk at Kirkland 
House, “‘it’s not as vibrant, live- 
ly, colorful or thrilling as what 
Yale Week used to be. This could 
be because of my advancing 
years. 

“To be honest with you, it was 
a lot different before they began 
admitting the shy, young things. 
That was before parietals, when 
the boys could only bring dates 
in by special commission. That 
would always begin on Friday 
afternoon at one o'clock. 

“The girls would be colorful 
and gay, and the boys would be 
prepped up in their tweeds. It 
was a different world.” 

For 28 years, Ed 
Chamberlain’s world has been 
Kirkland House and its ‘“‘boys.”’ 

“I don’t give a goddam about 
the university as a whole,” he 
admits. “‘I care about my house. 
This is my first love.” 

Chamberlain’s special day in

Yale Week is Friday, when the 
Harvard-Yale intramural wars 
are waged. He estimates that 
since he has been at Harvard, 
he’s seen almost 200 intramural 
football games.

The house won 
another this year, and on Friday 
would be playing traditional 
Yale rival Calhoun House, who 
this year just happened to be the 
Yale intramural champion. 

“These games used to be vest 
pocket editions of the varsity 
game,” he says. 

He remembers when the in- 
tramural games were even more 
important than they are now, 
when the teams would march 
down to the Stadium led by the 
band and attract three and four 
thousand people. 

“The girls are going to hate me 
for this,” he grins. “‘But I really 
do blame the diminution of the 
color and legend to havin’ girls at 
Harvard. The admission of girls 
changed the picture an awful 
lot.” 


He talks proudly of this year’s 
Kirkland House, mentioning 
that it is the residence of seven 
varsity captains, “nine if you 
count girls.’’ Wistfully, he 
reminds himself of his July 1 
retirement date. 

“T’ve often thought,” he says 
quietly, “that when I left they’d 
have to tear my hands off the 
gates. These days I find myself 
staring at the buildings and 
vines and I think “This is the last 
time,’ and believe me, it hurts.” 

The next day, Ed Chamber- 
lain would be unofficial coach of 
the Kirkland House football 
team for the 28th and last time. 
last time. 

Yale Week? All he wanted was 
another win over Calhoun.

Charley Davidson has owned 
The Andover Shop as long as Ed 
Chamberlain has been at 
Kirkland House. Davidson is a 
man of precious wit and charm, 
one of those rare people who 
knows how the world operates. 
For almost 30 years, Harvard 
and its students have revolved 
around his shop.

Working Class Heroes 


The unemployment compensation 
system is certainly a mess. But Peter 
Lucas’ article on the Division of Employ- 
ment Security (‘How To Work Half-Time 
for Full-Time Pay’) in the Nov. 19 
Phoenix overlooked all the important 
points except those of interest to big 
business. In the name of efficiency and 
reform, Lucas (like our next governor 
whose views he seemed to be echoing) ad- 
vocates labor policies that will end up 
hurting workers. 

The D.E.S. disqualifies many people 
who should be receiving unemployment 
insurance. It provides not much above 
starvation level benefits for many workers 
who do qualify. Pregnant women are il- 
legally prevented from collecting. Under- 
educated, non-English speaking, and 
minority workers are harassed and 
bullied. 

But these are not the conditions that 
Lucas attacks. He says the big problem is 
that the D.E.S. allows people to collect 
benefits without getting them back into 
jobs fast enough. This may sound like a 
liberal demand for a “more responsive 
government,” but the real result would 
actually be to increase competition for the 
few jobs that do exist — real unemploy- 
ment is about 12 percent these days. 
Working conditions and real pay are 


already deteriorating. Every time the 
“reserve labor pool” increases it gives 
business more power to impose its will 
upon its employees. If a worker doesn’t 
like it, there are many others whose 
desperation would make them eager to 
take the protesters’ place. 

It is to the advantage of working people 
to get as many people as possible out of 
the “looking for work” pool. More accessi- 
ble, longer lasting, and higher paying un- 
employment compensation, workers’ 
compensation, welfare, old age, educa- 
tion, and other social welfare benefits are 
in the interest of working people because 
they might need them someday and 
because these benefits help secure stable 
pay, job conditions and even the job itself. 

Of course, all these benefits are paid for 
by a regressive taxation system which 
hurts workers the most. But even if the 
tax system is not improved, these welfare 
systems deserve working class support. 
No one complains about the “tax” that 
goes to union dues because they know how 
important unions are to their job security. 
The same thing goes for ‘welfare taxes” 
— a form of security tax. 

Forcing people to work — whether they 
are unemployed, on welfare, old, sick or in 
school — is a demand that ends up cut- 
ting the worker’s own throat. What our 
government needs is not more efficiency 
but more pro-working class consciousness.

The inordinate number of 
cookbooks, diet books, and self-therapy 
manuals on the market attests, ap- 
parently, to a widespread craving for 
palliatives in print, but bookstore 
shelves brim with redundancy these 
days, and surely cutbacks would trim 
away some of the excess.

American psyche itself, has overrun 
publishing. “The most damaging con- 
sequence of overproduction,” wrote 
John P. Dessauer recently in Publishers 
Weekly, “is a lowering of our esteem for 
our own product and for our own profes- 
sion . .~. many of us no longer have the 
time to cultivate true discrimination.” 
Painful words for writers and readers 
and editors as well. But now that there 
exist powerful economic reasons for cut- 
backs, we can expect them to continue. 
This does not 

however, 
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Manchester’s lat- 

est, The Glory and the Dream: A Nar- 
rative History of America, 1932-1972. 
The 1400 page book goes for a cool $20. 
Both fiction and nonfiction have exper- 
ienced major price increases. 

To give one example of how this has 
come about, there is a formula used by 
most houses to price their wares. Today, 
a book is marketed at eight times the 
manufacturing costs (before inflation, 
the factor was five, then six). Let’s say 
that a book, call it How To Be Yourself 
In 6 Days, requires one lb. of paper and 
cost $1 to manufacture when it was first 
published a year ago. It retailed for $7.95 
(eight times the cost). Now a second 
printing is coming out, but the price per 
lb. of the necessary paper has increased 
16 cents, so that the publisher, multiply- 
ing the added expense by 8, must price 
the book to cover an extra $1.28. Now 
the book can be expected to sell for $8.95 _ 
or, more likely, $9.50. 

Publishers are coping with the situa- 
tion not only by increasing retail prices, 
but also by beginning to reduce the 
number of titles they offer each season. 
The most severe cutback so far has been 
at Macmillan, which recently an- 
nounced a 50 percent slash in its trade 
titles (adult and juvenile general in- 
terest books, including fiction). This 
move followed by a few weeks a develop- 
ment that rocked the historically.genteel 
world of publishing: last month Mac- 
millan suddenly dismissed 179 


the Office and Professional Employees, 
as well as to disrupt the newly-formed 
Macmillan’s Women’s Group (in a com- 
pany where 94 percent of the editorial 
positions on the three lowest levels are 
held by women). The well-substantiated 


charges of union-busting have had and © 


will continue to have severe reper- 
cussions in publishing circles; 
meanwhile, cutbacks are occurring 
elsewhere for more purely economic 
reasons. An employee at Random House 
told me, “It’s at the point that when 
secretaries leave, they won’t be 
replaced.” At that house recently, a man 
of no particular literary sensibility who 
had come to Random House’s finance 
department from Ford and RCA was 
charged to find out exactly what ails the 
company: this is but one example of 
publishing’s burgeoning corporate men- 
tality. If things have gotten so bad that, 
as I’ve been told, some houses are even 
curtailing the number of review copies 
sent out, then more paring away of 
marginal titles and personnel is sure to 
follow. 

Streamlining publishers’ lists has long 
been prescribed for the industry’s ills. 
“Most publishers,” David Otte remarks, 
“have always espoused fewer and better 
books.”’ Fewer and better books would 
not only eliminate many financially 
risky titles whose way is paid, as it is, by 
great commercial successes like Harold 
Robbins and the late Jacqueline 


On the other hand, there are reasons 
to expect that such a course would not- 
alter significantly the plethora of how-to 
tomes that occupy shelf space many of 
us would rather see devoted to 
literature. (The tastes of American 
readers continue to confound, but this is 
a subject suited to a more philosophical 
discussion.) There are strong pressures 
to publish a lot of volumes and print 
more copies of each book. Not only are 
major houses geared for the production 
of more titles than is spiritually and in- 
tellectually healthy for the reading 
public, but both bookstores and paper- 
back reprint houses are impressed by 
monumental first printings and what 
those figures indicate about a 
publisher’s faith in a given title. Some 
bookstore chain buyers now won’t touch 
a book unless its first printing is at least 
7500 copies, considerably more than first 
run for most novels. And for a big paper- 
back reprint house to pick up a book 
these days, says Otte, “It’s got to be bof- 
fo all the way.” 


Glutted Market 


However, there is certainly a case to 
be made that the market is so glutted 
now that even a good book with a strong 
first printing and substantial backing 
often has little chance of being noticed. 
The same predisposition to quantity and 
overkill that characterizes the Pentagon, 
General Motors and indeed the 


Houghton Mifflin 
is already issuing five fewer novels this 
year than last (26 instead of 31), while 
the number of non-fiction titles has ris- 
en by eight. One editor at this house is 
certain that fiction and poetry will con- 
tinue to be threatened, and sports books 
as well. ‘“‘A few years ago,”’ she remark- 
ed, “it was thought that any sports book 
could sell 12,000; the category itself was 
profitable. Now the market is jammed.” 
Other, topical kinds of books that have 
been successful in the past are no longer 
worth the trouble. One Boston publish- 
ing house that has produced two books 
on Vietnam during each of the last ten 
years recently turned down a manu- 
script on the subject. “Although it was 
quite good,” another editor said,- “it 
would be suicidal to publish it.” 

“Books one step removed from the 
best-seller list will be hard to find,” a 
New England ‘salesman for Houghton 
Mifflin lamented. ‘But I'll tell you, gar- 
dening books, cookbooks and sex books 
won't be the ones to go.” One promising 
note is Houghton Mifflin’s decision to go 
ahead with a poetry series beginning in 
the spring of 1976, but it amounts to 
only two volumes a year. 

Beacon Press, which brought us, at no 
little expense, The Pentagon Papers as 
well as Dan Berrigan and Herbert Mar- 
cuse, has been the hardest hit of Boston 
publishers. Three weeks ago, roughly a 
third of their employees (24 or 25,

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Jean Shakespearean Romances

In Le Petit Theatre de Jean 
Renoir, which will probably be 
his last film, the venerable direc- 
tor appears slumped and weak, 
as vulnerable as Prospero at the 
end of The Tempest: “And now 
my dreams are all o’erthrown,/ 
And what strength I have’s my 
own,/ Which is most faint.” 
Legend has it that Prospero is 
speaking for Shakespeare here 
and that The Tempest’s epilogue 
is Shakespeare’s farewell to the 
theater. Le Petit Theatre seems 
a farewell also, in which Renoir 
surveys his career, sums up his 
art and his faith, and accepts his 
senescence and approaching 
death. In their fairy-tale at- 
mosphere, pastoral yearning and 
fondness for music, the three 
episodes (and one entr’acte) that 
constitute Le Petit Theatre 
recall Shakespeare’s last three 
plays, the romances. Renoir 


himself remarks on the: 


resemblance when he has an 
otherwise unperceptive 
character observe at the very 
outset, “It’s a Shakespearean 
situation.” “Very Shakespear- 
ean,’ an uncomprehending com- 
panion nods knowingly. 

Le Petit Theatre treats us to 
three “anecdotes” that Renoir 
says ‘‘amused’’ him (cf. 
Prospero’s “‘Spirits, which by 
mine art/ I have from their con- 
fines call’d to enact/ My present 
fancies’). At first the somewhat 
treaclish Christmas tale, 
hilarious satire of modern 


appliances, and poignant ac-* 


count of cuckoldry in the south 
of France seem a motley assort- 
ment, linked only by Renoir’s in- 
troductions and the minuscule 
puppet stage whose cardboard 
curtain rises to begin each story. 
Nor does Renoir’s self- 
deprecation encourage us to 
make connections; Le Petit 
Theatre advances no claims. But 
when reflected upon, the film 
coalesces into a “most majestic 
vision, and/ Harmonious char- 
mingly,” as Ferdinand exclaims 
after an exhibition of Prospero’s 
conjuring art. And in Le Petit 
Theatre, Renoir’s strength is 
anything but “faint.” 

The most striking paradox 
about Le Petit Theatre is that, 
like Shakespeare’s romances, it 
is at once so assertively artificial 
and yet somehow so moving and 
real. Everything calls attention 
to the contrivance of the film; 
the actors ham it up as if they 
were performing on the 19th- 
century stage, not the contem- 
porary screen. In the second 
story, a photograph of a deceased 
husband observes, changes ex- 
pressions in reaction to, and even 
speaks about what happens in 
the apartment on whose wall it 
(he?) is hung in loving memory 
(perhaps we are meant to detect 
an allusion to the “living statue” 
of the presumed dead Hermione 


in “The Winter’s Tale’’). But as 
whimsical and patently fac- 
titious as the film is, still it 
speaks to us. We are affected by 
it as much as by, indeed, more 
than by, actual life, and Renoir 
is pointing out, and delighting in 
the simultaneous prevarication 
and truthfulness of art. 

Moreover, he is dramatizing 
how necessary and vital to life 
are art and the imagination. 
“Anything is supportable but 
boredom,”’ opines the elderly 
beggar in the first episode, and it 
is not only the’ tedium but the 
suffering of life that the imagina- 
tion enables one to overcome. 
Encamped under a bridge on a 
frigid Christmas Eve, the in- 
digent and his equally aged and 
impoverished paramour 
celebrate their ‘“‘young love” by 
recalling a chimerical past when 
they danced in their gorgeously 
accoutered chateau. As they 
waltz by the Seine, Renoir in- 
dulges their fantasy by shifting 
the scene to a lavish ballroom. 
Suddenly the woman recoils. 
This is just cruel make-blieve — 
they’re wrteched and always 
have been. ‘‘Make-believe 
memories are the best kind,” her 
lover convinces her. They go to 
sleep on a canopied bed (on the 
pavement beneath a tattered 
umbrella), having left their un- 
eaten supper “for the poor.” 
When two vagrants steal upon 
their frozen bodies, one grunts in 
mystification to the other, 
“What I don’t get is that they 
look happy!” 

The triumph of the imagina- 
tion, even in death, obviously 
touches upon the director’s own 
precarious twilight, yet at the 
same time Renoir eschews mere 
nostalgia. Introducing Jeanne 
Moreau’s performance as a belle 
epoque chanteuse, he is quick to 
explain, “I don’t delude myself 
that it [yesteryear] was gay. I 
know it had its injustices.”’ And 
when the comic opera chorus in 
the second episode mourns the 
passing: of youth, it also recalls 
“the slaps of my father, the yells 
of my mother.” 

Renoir is also careful to dis- 
tinguish between the healthy 
and the diseased imagination. 
The first anecdote contrasts the 
sustaining fantasy of the beggars 
to a movie producer’s sick 
caprices. In a restaurant, the 
mogul uses the poor man to 
create a repellent spectacle, and 
after conspicuously ordering 
caviar to impress everyone else, 
he requests mere vin ordinaire, 
since onlookers won’t be able to 
tell the difference. His “art” 
does not enrich his own life; it 
only wows others. 

The second story, in which a 
housewife falls in love with an 
electric floor waxer, further pur- 
sues the theme of the unhealthy 
imagination. Her folly leads to 
her husband’s fatal downfall, 


then to her own, and these comic 
deaths, as ludicrous as that of 
Antigonus (“pursued by bear”) 
in The Winter’s Tale, unlike the 
touching ones that conclude the 
preceding episode, are not bless- 
ed. The homemaker’s fantasies 
are unnatural: at one point she 
seems to reach orgasm as she 
fondles the waxer. Le Petit 
Theatre insists again and again 
on human love and sex as the 


natural, the imagination, the 
problem of aging — come 
together in a bucolic milieu. The 
preceding stories are set in con- 
temporary Paris, where the 
beggars’ flights of fancy defy the 
rigid class distinctions of modern 
urban life, and where the 
housewife’s delusion is the 
product of a technological 
society's self-promotion. Jeanne 
Moreau’s song, against a painted

proper objects of ‘the imagina- 
tion. In the last narrative, Renoir 
chuckles sympathetically at a 
maid’s fond ambition to become 
a courtesan “like Messalina’’; 
while the male chorus bran- 
dishes phallic baguettes of 
French bread (sex is the staff of 
life), through the second tale, as 
if in a dream, strolls an en- 
tranced young couple who at the 
very end swear undying love and 
promise, ‘‘We’ll have lots of 
children!”’ By following this with 
Jeanne Moreau’s lachrymose 
rendition of “Quand |’Amour 
Meurt’’ (When Love Dies), 
Renoir makes it clear that he is 
vouching for the value, not the 
veracity, of amorous vows. 

In the final episode, “Le Roi 
d’Yvetot,” all the concerns of the 
earlier sequences — what is 


backdrop depicting a flowery 
meadow, eases the viewer into a 
pastoral locale reminiscent of the 
Bohemian countryside in The 
Winter's Tale. In ‘‘Le Roi 
d’Yvetot,” birds chirp, the wind 
rustles through verdant foliage, 
and the camera’ lingers on dogs 
and donkeys. By choosing a 
natural setting wherein natural 
sexual drives can find natural 
outlets, Renoir approximates the 
convention of romance, which, 
one critic has noted a propos of 
Shakespeare’s Cymbeline, ‘“‘ap- 
proaches life in terms of the ul- 
timate reconcilability of desires 
and circumstances.” 

Renoir makes the scene poig- 
nant, however, by viewing it 
through the eyes of Duvallier, an 
old man like himself. The 
predicament of the elderly in a 


All one can say is, with Leontes 


lush, teeming land is also a 
feature of Shakespearean 
romances, and like Polixenes 
and Prospero, Duvallier, no 
matter how resentful at first, 
finally takes magnanimous, im- 
aginative delight in the pro- 


‘creativity of others. He con- 


sents to his own cuckoldom and 
watches approvingly as his wife, 
formerly neurasthenic, is 
revitalized by her lover and gam- 
bols in a simple frock and ivy 
garland as if she were Perdita in 
The Winter’s Tale. 

In so doing, Duvallier invites 
the outrage and laughter of the 
town outside which he lives, but 
he is a man who doesn’t ‘care a 
hoot about convention” and 
hates “ready-made ideas.” He 
enjoys an imaginative freedom 
the village lacks, and the con- 
trast between town and country, 
between the confining codes of 
civilization on the one hand and 
spontaneity and independence 
on the other, is as marked here as 
it is in Shakespeare’s romances. 
Moreover, Duvallier, Renoir ex- 

lains, exemplifies “the virtue of 

lerance” in much the same 
way that Prospero learns to 
forgive. Renoir, through 
Duvallier, like Shakespeare 
through Prospero, accepts his 
own decay as part of the natural 
course of things and bears no 
grudge. Le Petit Theatre 
celebrates the art of aging 
gracefully. 

At the close of ‘‘Le Roi 
d’Yvetot” the actors, laughing 
heartily, turn to the camera and 
take a bow. Their curtain call 
reminds us of the artificiality of 
all that has seemed so natural, 
and Renoir’s gesture is worthy of 
Prospero, an acknowledgment at 
once of the director’s consum- 
mate art and mortal 
evanescence: 

Our revels now are ended. 

These our actors, 

As I foretold you, were all 
spirits and 

Are melted into air, into thin 
air; 

And, like the baseless fabric 
of this vision, 

The cloud-capp’d towers, the 
gorgeous palaces, 

The solemn temples, the 
great globe itself, 

Yea, all which it inherit, shall 
dissolve, 

And, like this insubstantial 
pageant faded, 

Leave not a rock behind. We 
are such stuff 

As dreams are made on, and 
our little life 

Is‘rounded with a sleep. Sir, I 
am vex’d. 

Bear with my weakness. My 
old brain is troubled. 

Be not disturb’d with my in- 
firmity.

EARTHQUAKE. Produced 
and directed by Mark Robson.

Nothing personal, Los 
Angeles, but I was glad to see 
you go. After 53 minutes of 
overbearing plot exposition 
(“But at least I feel alive again, 
and I didn’t for so long since 
Brian died’’), Mark Robson’s 
wholly inexpressive direction 
(cut to three pairs of fake 
eyelashes on Ava Gardner’s 
dressing table while Charlton 
Heston makes a phone call) and 
iritating false alarms (e.g., 
scenes at the Seismological 
Institute, where bright young 
idealists say things like “Have 
they plotted the epicenter 
yet?”’), the tremors were a treat. 
Besides, we all wanted to see 
whether SENSURROUND real- 
ly was a “startling new multi- 
dimension,” as advertised. As 
multi-dimensions go, it isn’t ex- 
actly new (the same effect can be 
experienced in any theater along 
Broadway when the IRT goes 
by), but I must say that for the 
five-minute duration of the First 
Big Quake, SENSURROUND 
was pretty sexy. The whole 
house rumbled as skyscrapers 
collapsed, debris flew, Angelenos 
screamed and small buildings 
rolled down a hill past Genevieve 
Bujold, who looked cute as a but- 
ton and was wearing her third 
pink costume in as many scenes. 
(The quake was infinitely sexier 
than she.) 

“Ark pictures,”’ as Variety 
likes to call them, are hardly 
respectable enough to make up 
much of a genre, but they do 
tend to follow one of two basic 
formulae: though a large and 
stellar cast is the sine qua non, 
the picture either can be con- 
cerned with the effects of the 
debacle on the characters (as in 
Airport), or it can use the stars 
as mere props, with the real 
emphasis on technology (as in 


Airport 1975). But Earthquake 
does neither: the scientific 
aspects are glossed over 
(although the quakes themselves 
are convincingly simulated) and 
the characters simply aren’t very 
interesting. Besides, they don’t 
behave credibly, given the 
nature of the situation; it’s sur- 
prising to note that, even after 
Los Angeles has been leveled and 
everyone’s home and loved ones 
are GWTW, nary a tear is shed 
by the living. Though the film 
can’t help exploiting its 
audience’s most basic fears of 
having the ground (or high-rise) 
wrenched out from under them, 
it sidesteps the secondary 
horrors of the experience. 
Though real quake victims 
would doubtless be confused, 
isolated and terrified, the film’s 
principals all seem to run into 
one another within minutes of 
the tragedy; most everyone 
behaves in a decorous way 
(George Kennedy, as a cop, ad- 
vises the citizenry to “depend on 
our own physical and spiritual 
resources”); and in fact, of all 
the survivors we see, only mis- 
erable Marjoe goes haywire. A 
closet-gay National Guardsman, 
he attempts to rape and/or 
murder a floozy, Victoria Prin- 
cipal, only to be gunned down by 
Kennedy, who comforts this 
buxom and talentless starlet 
“Earthquakes bring out the 
worst in some guys, that’s all.” 

If you plan to see Earthquake 
at all, better catch it in first-run; 
subsequent engagements may be 
sans SENSURROUND, and 
without the gimmick the film is 
just so much dull hooey. The 
only original twist here has 
Charlton Heston, playing the 
Best Engineer in the Country (as 
opposed to his Airport 1975 
character, the Best Airline Ex- 
ecutive in the World), deciding 
to sacrifice his own life (not to 
mention his burgeoning affair 
with Bujold) so that his harpy 
wife, Ava Gardner, might also 
drown. (This is abject nonsense: 
Gardner looks blowsy enough to 
float.) As for the rest, it has all 
the veracity and originality of 
the film’s closing exchange 
between Kennedy and a shaken 
civilian: 

“This used to be a helluva 
town, Officer.” 

“Yeah.”

STEPPENWOLF. Produced 
by Peter Sprague. Directed by 
Fred Haines.

Hermann Hesse’s Steppenwolf 
is the story of a misanthropic in- 
tellectual, Harry Haller (Her- 
mann himself, perhaps?), who 
beweeps his outcast state and 
contemplates suicide. Between 
Haller and the razor, Hesse in- 
serts Hermine and Pablo, two 
quasi-mystical degenerates who, 
by plying Harry with certain il- 
licit and unnamed potions, in- 
troduce him to jazz, sex, drugs 
and all the good stuff that this 
stodgy egghead has been missing 
in his silly self-inflicted misery. 
Harry has a few hallucinations 
and by the book’s conclusion, 
having thrown off his humorless 
despair, is peers to begin life 
anew. 


The question is: just what has 
been bugging Harry in the first 
place? Hesse, as is his wont, is 
vague about this, preferring that 
the reader supply his own angst. 
Hesse does go on about the 
problems of the independent 
mind in a bourgeois world and 
Harry’s difficulties in making 
chitchat with jerks, but this is 
hardly sufficient motivation to 
commit the grand cop-out. 
Harry is simply a malcontent. 
He conceives of his personality 
as being split between that of a 
solid citizen and that of a 
ravenous wolf of the steppes. The 
conceit of being secretly 
monstrous is an attractive one.

“message of salvation through 


madness (picked up by R.D. 
Laing), transcendental vision 
(picked up by T. Leary), and sex 
(picked up by just about 
everybody), made Steppenwolf 
one of the hottest numbers on 
campus during the mystic ’60s. 

Ineluctably, Steppenwolf has 
become a movie. Fred Haines’s 
film, like that other Hesse adap- 
tation, Conrad Rooks’s 
Siddhartha, treats its text with a 
reverence approaching idolatry. 
It’s all there — the treatise of the 
Steppenwolf, rendered in a witty 
animation by Jaroslav Bradac; 
the Magic Theater, done on 
videotape in a wash of solarized 
color; a stew of superim- 
positions; and sets decorated 
with paintings that look as 
though they were found in Dali’s 
wastebasket — and it looks silly 
because movies are concrete and 
books are not. Hesse always left 
gaps for his readers to fill in. 
Siddhartha’s satori, Harry’s 
enlightenment, Demian’s 
epiphanies — they’re all 
moonshine, meant to mystify 
and intrigue, not communicate. 
Hesse supplies the numbers; you 
fill in the colors. 

But Haines fills in the colors 
for us and we’re left with a car- 
toon. Reading a line like “I 
search for the other side of 
appearances” or “You must ex- 
tinguish the superfluous reflec- 
tions you call your personality” 
is one thing; hearing it is 
another. The dialogue droppeth 
like stones from the sky — thud, 
thud. People don’t talk like that. 

Haines crams Steppenwolf 
with special effects, wide-angle 
shots and dramatic camera 
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positions, but the visual 
fireworks just emphasize the 
story’s banality. The characters 
are unbelievable as people and 
uninteresting as symbols. Max 
Von Sydow’s Harry is beautiful 
to look at and nobody suffers as 
well as does Von Sydow. But 
looking good suffering without a 
reason to suffer is merely empty 
dramaturgy. Dominique Sanda, 
also beautiful, is an absolutely 
gruesome Hermine. Her com- 
mand of the English language is 
tentative at best, and when she 
says, ““You’re enough to geev a 
girl zee weelies,” people started 
to giggle. Instead of being 
Hesse’s mysterious androgyne, 
Ms. Sanda comes across as an 
aphasiac twerp. Pierre Clementi 
vamps it up as Pablo and 
succeeds in injecting a little 
humor into this otherwise op- 

pressively serious film. 
Steppenwolf is, to a certain ex- 
tent, a pre-sold item: “you’ve 
read the book; now see the film.”’: 
And it’s gaining a reputation as a 
head film. The colors are strik- 
ing, the animation charming, 
and the very good jazz score by 
George Gruntz is fully worthy of 
the Dolbyized sound. But when 
Pablo gives Harry a snort of 
coke, saying, ““You can’t always 
get what you want, but you can 
always get what you need,” 
Steppenwolf reveals its sleazy, 
infra dig pandering.

Waking Up to Asleep at the Wheel 


Leroy’s folks came down to 
Boston for the evening, making 
the long drive from the dairy 
farm country in Vermont’s 
Green Mountains to the Cam- 
bridge coffeehouse. They were 
lucky that Leroy had saved them 
seats — people spilled out of the 
small room and out onto Palmer 
Street. Western-swing was mak- 
ing a rare Eastern swing and 
eight people known collectively 
as Asleep at the Wheel were 
packing them in at Passim. 
There, some transplanted 
Easterners such as Leroy Preston 
brought the joys of Austin music 
to people who probably have 
never even heard of Lone Star 
Beer. 

If you somehow managed to 
combine the best jukebox selec- 
tions of ’30s Harlem, 40s Tulsa, 
New Orleans and ’60s 
Nashville, you’d approach the 
repertory of Asleep at the Wheel. 
Of course you’d miss seeing the 
embroidered Western shirts, 
gen-yoo-wine cowboy hats and 
all the onstage truck-drivin’ 
jokes of a band that, as lead 
singer and guitarist Ray Benson 
puts it, “drives all ‘round the 
country for no money.” The 
group is a virtuoso live act, a 
good-timey bunch blessed with 
the taste and humility to realize 
there’s a lot of neglected, great 
American music begging for 
revival. And, unlike so many 
younger groups, they have the 
musicianship to play it. 

“Good music should not be 
limited by time,” says Leroy 
Preston, songwriter, singer and 
rhythm guitarist. The group has 
parlayed recycled sounds and a 
scattering of memorable 
originals into a cult following 
around the demanding music 
scene of Austin, home of Willie 
Nelson, Commander Cody and 
Michael Murphy. With the 
release of Asleep’s second album 
(Asleep at the Wheel, on Epic) 
they may soon engender national 
appreciation. 

Their repertory ranges from 
Count Basie to Hank Williams, 
and their personnel is similarly 
eclectic: Leroy, the Vermont 


farmboy, Philadelphia-bred 
steel guitarist Ruben “Lucky” 
Gosfield, California pianist 


Floyd Domino, and at least one 


actual Southerner (they all are 
Dixie-philes), singer Chris 
O’Connell, a Virginian reminis- 
cent of Connie Smith or Loretta 
Lynn. Ironically, the band, 
though making its first 
appearance here, was spawned 
in Boston when Preston, a 
Northeastern student in 1968, 
met Ray Benson — a towering 
Philadelphia native who could 
easily pass as a Texan — and 
found a common interest in 
country music. They quickly 
moved, though, to a farm outside 
Paw-Paw, West Virginia 
(really), whence they went to 
Oakland and then to Austin. “‘As 
soon as they heard us there,” 
says Benson of Texas, “‘we had a 
following.” 

The reason is obvious. The 
core of AATW’s sound on both 
records (the newest, as well as 
the first, called Comin’ Right At 
Ya, on UA) is western-swing, a 
’30s-bred hybrid of big band and 
Texas fiddle tunes most often 
associated with Bob Wills and 
the Texas Playboys. ‘“We’re be- 
ing pushed now as a western- 
swing band because that’s kind 


Asleep on the road 
of a novelty,’’ says Preston. 
“And we do play a lot of it. It’s a 
real picker’s music — straight 
country bands envy us for all the 
playing we get to do.” Western- 
swing — whose name originally 


provided the ‘‘western’”’ in 
“country-western” — is ripe for 
revival. Light-hearted and infec- 
tious, it helped the Southwest 
honky-tonk through the Depres- 
sion and, well, the parallels with 
the present are obvious. It’s 
alternately a beer-chugging and 
cry-in-your-beer sound (the ma- 
jor audience gripe at Passim was 
the lack of brew), topped by 
lyrical fiddling (Buddy Spicher 
in the case of AATW). If you’ve 
never heard standards like “Fad- 
ed Love,” “San Antonio Rose” or 
“Take me Back to Tulsa,” you 
owe yourself either a Bob Wills 
or Asleep at the Wheel record. 
AATW is notable, too, however, 
for originals faithful to the Bob 
Wills style but seemingly destin- 
ed to become yestern- swing 
standards in OWN 


(especially good is “Don’t Ask 


Me Why I’m Goin’ to Texas” on 
the second record). And lead 
singer Ray Benson has magically 
mastered the yodel-like interjec- 
tions that are the Wills 
trademark. 


There’s more than imitation 
here, though. “I don’t worry 
about copying,’’ says Leroy 
Preston. ‘We have more than 
enough of our own style.” In fact, 
many of the group’s standout 
tunes are Preston’s own com- 
positions. Leroy, the only real 
country boy in the band, was 
nurtured in the little-known, but 
strong New England country 
music tradition. ““We’d listen at 
night to WWVA [Wheeling, W. 
Va.] and it was just like we were 
living in West Virginia,’ he 


recalls. Dick Curless, the Maine | 


logger/country singer, would oc- 
casionally appear locally. But, as 
Leroy says, the whole culture has 
changed. “‘The state’s been 
bought up by outsiders. The 
small farmers are being driven 
out, like my family was. A 
generation ago, I never would 
have thought about being a 
country singer — just would 
have moved down the road and 
farmed.” 

Perhaps it was such cultural 


“trauma that produced Leroy’s 


gift for pensive songwriting. In 
the best straight, heavy-steel 
guitar country style of Merle 
Haggard, Dallas Frazier or 
Willie Nelson, his compositions 
are both serious and unpreten- 
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tious; they find drama in every- 
day situations. His best effort, 
unfortunately, is on the group’s 
first album, which United Ar- 
tists, for reasons known only to 
the company, declined to push to 
either a country or a pop. 
clientele. But ‘‘Your Down 
Home is Uptown Now” deserves 
to be a classic. Sung by Chris 
O'Connell, it’ 8 the story of a 
country singer’s abandoned wife, 
who watches her husband 
change with success in the big ci- 
ty. “That song you wrote about 
me/it just hit number two/but 
your down-home is uptown 
now/the country’s out of you.” 
Preston has the knack for coun- 
try songwriting — picking out 
conversational phrases as 
choruses — as well as a George 
Jones-like tenor especially strong 
on duets with singer O’Connell. 
His songs, along with swing stan- 
dard “Choo-Choo Boogie” and 
the group’s own “‘Don’t Ask Me 
Why I’m Goin’ to Texas,” are the 
highlights of the new -second 
album. 
The only flaw in the group’s 
style is its treatment of hard-core 
black swing: the likes of Count 
Basie, Charlie Christian and 
Clifford Brown. Although their 
musicianship is obviously im- | 
proving (as a comparison of their 
two lps shows), they seem to be 
in a little over their heads with 
this improvisational, demanding 
music. The exception is pianist 
Floyd Domino (a former Berklee 
School of Music student), Sian 
crisp playing drives the in- 
strumentals. Fiddler Buddy 
Spicher has some of the licks of, 
say, a Stephane Grappelli, but 
he and Floyd can’t quite com- 
pensate for the absence of a horn 
section. ‘The band promises to 
recruit one, though (the second 
album features e 
Bill Joor), if the new Ba 
the Wheel starts, selling. 
course they’ve got to get their 
Greyhound-style bus 
(what’s a country band without a 
good bus?)

Sherman, Serkin: Variety Variations

It looks as if this will turn out, 
musically, to have been the year 
of great piano recitals. In the spr- 
ing we had Charles Rosen and 
Alfred Brendel, and, more 
recently (only a week apart — 
Nov. 10 and 17), Russell Sher- 
man and Rudolf Serkin. A 
listener hardly had a chance to 
recover from the hefty dose of 
one kind of large, witty, mad 
music before having to respond 
to another. 

The programs’ similarities 
pretty much end with those ad- 
jectives, however. Sherman 
opened a new and worthy music 
series from UMass Boston with 
Liszt’s ‘‘Transcendental’’ 
Etudes; Serkin programed for 
the eminent B.U. Celebrity 
Series Beethoven’s first and last 
sonatas, followed by his even 
later — and even more for- 
midable — “‘Diabelli’” variations 
(opus 120). The Liszt looks deep- 
ly and with portentous humor 
into several of the elements of 
Romantic piano style and 
technique. Sherman, who 
teaches piano at N.E.C., has 
been doing this particular act 
long enough that it’s become an 
event of which local musicians 
speak with both reverence and a 
faint tiredness — ‘“‘oh, he’s doing 
the Liszt again.” You see, this 
group of show-off studies (their 
title derives from the kind of 
technique required to execute 
them) is about as hard as 
keyboard music gets, but Sher- 
man plays the pieces fairly easi- 


ly, as well as exquisitely. Having 
him do them once a year or so is, 
say, rather like having a large, 
richly hued star sapphire around 
to gaze into whenever one wants. 
And what one can see in the 
gazing! Liszt’s cycle seems to me 
to be deserving of more populari- 
ty than it has. It is incredibly 
bombastic at times, and the 
points it makes and the methods 
it uses to make them show the 
nerviest excesses. Yet beyond 
the usual sonic corposants, it 
offers full-throated emotion, self- 
deprecating corniness and much 
experimentation in ways of pass- 
ing time and in developing struc- 
ture. Odd stuff, these 12 pieces 
in as many keys: several are titl- 
ed, some even have narrative or 
abstractly psychological 
programs. Each goes through a 
great many changes, but there is 
genuine subtlety beneath the 
self-indulgence. I can think of a 
great many groups of pieces by 
Schumann, Schubert and 
Chopin that, though not as in- 
teresting, are more widely heard 
on records in concert. 
Sherman played all of the 
etudes with scintillating, 
meticulous vigor. I’ve h 
them done with more abandon 
but also less illumination. His 
fabulous markesmanship almost 
goes unnoticed, so much is one 
taken by his interpretative affec- 
tion. (Incidentally, Sherman’s 
insightful program notes instruct 
by the highest verbal delight.) 
Those who missed the recital 
are advised that the Advent Cor- 


poration (in Cambridge) has for 
sale a cassette of Sherman play- 
ing these pieces. Art aside, Ad- 
vent did this to show how spec- 
tacular sound in that format can 
be, and the result is indeed a 
knockout. I can’t imagine ow- 
ning a stereo with a cassette 
recorder (Dolbyized or not; 
Advent’s recording of course is) 
and not acquiring this release. 
Sherman plays brilliantly here 
too, though quite differently in 
his looking for other events to 


uncover, probe, emphasize; ex-. 


cept for some very hushed hiss, 
the sound is as rich as you’ll ever 
get on discs. 

Rudolf Serkin always makes 
me a little uneasy — I know how 
profoundly he can play and I get 
nervous in the grip of that hope 
and the expectation (equally 
based on experience) that he will 
botch something. But 
Beethoven’s opus 2 no. 1 
P with such confident, 
impid aplomb that one could 
relax in the knowledge that all 
would probably go well 
henceforth. 

Opus 111 is in two sections, 
the first full of anger that gets 
dissipated into unhappiness, the 
second a long set of variations, 
by turns grief-stricken, frighten- 
ing, idiotically cheerful, exul- 
tant, and everywhere informed 
by the most bizarre syncopations 
and unusual voicings. Toward 
the end, there are pages of 
divinely tense trills. Played well, 
it’s a hair-raising piece, especial- 
ly the second movement: 


saddening when simple, inspir- 
ing when triumphant, but most- 
ly, as when that little imbecile 
variation comes mincing in, 
greatly disturbing. Serkin’s 
presentation of all these matters 
could not have been more 
sensitive or moving. 

The “Diabelli” is also a set of 
variations, in the same key as 
opus 111, but otherwise it could 
hardly be more different. In it 
one hears snatches of early 
Beethoven styles, “Waldstein” 
motifs, late sonata intervals. 
Through all sorts of lurchi 
explosions and broad jokes, 
thumpy theme becomes 
magically transformed; after 
more perverse tricks and quickly 
vanishing harmonic surprises 
than the ear can safely handle, 
the work is capped by a splendid 
fugue. Rosen had played the 


. “Diabelli” with flinty, dashing 


irony; except for one or two stirr- 
ing bouts of appropriately high- 
handed banging, Serkin was 
more gentle. His colorful warmth 
occasionally seemed at odds with 
the Ivesian moments, but 
altogether he succeeded 
magnificently. 

Recordings. When we speak of 
“late” Schubert, we’re talking 
about the works of a young man, 
since Schubert died at 31. Like 
Keats he produced the most sub- 
lime art at an early age. It has. 
been reckoned, I believe, that if 
Beethoven had died at 31 we 
would have something like the 
sonatas through the “Patheti- 


que,” two symphonies and the 
opus 18 quartets. It is staggering 
to speculate on what Schubert 
might have produced. 

Fine recordings of two of his 
last chamber compositions have 
been recently released: his 
‘Death and the Maiden” quartet 
(Cleveland Quartet, RCA) and 
the great C major quintet 
(Juilliard String Quartet, 
Columbia, with extra cellist Ber- 
nard Greenhouse). The playi 
of the former work is supple 
lovely, though slightly lacking in 
profile; the young Clevelanders 
perform the variations in par- 
ticular with some of the most 
beautiful ensemble sound I have 
ever heard from any quartet. But 
their disc is filled out with an en- 
tirely unstylish rendition — ex- 
aggerated and swooning — of 
Mozart’s Adgio and Fugue K. 


546. 

The Juilliard’s playing is 
characteristically intense, 
precise and a little too fussy in 
the third movement of the 
quintet. Still, their version is 
overall more alert and more 
polished (despite the sporadic 
tension) than any other in the 
catalog. 

Philips also offered some time 
ago virtually faultless perfor- 
mances, to my ear, of Mozart’s 
two famous C major piano con- 
certos (K. 467 and K. 503). 
Stephen Bishop and Colin Davis 
are the pianist and the conduc- 
tor; the words “Elvira Madigan” 
blessedly appear nowhere on the 
jacket.

Labelle: NIGHTBIRDS (Epic 
KE 33075) 

It is implicitly a New Orleans 
tourist we have stumbling onto 
‘“‘Lady Marmalade’”’ as this 
record opens, and he gets hit 
with a voice that pulls out of a 
strutting chorus and grabs like 
taffy: “She say ‘Hello hey Joe 
you wanna give it a go/ And 
getcha getcha ya ya da da/ 
Getcha getcha yaya here/ Mocha 
chocolata ya ya... Voulez vous 
coucher avec moi?’.” I’m still 
waiting to see my first Labelle 
concert, but the experience com- 
es with the best recommen- 
dations. They didn’t get famous 
in 15 minutes, but their New 
York cult loves them frantically; 
there are four good years and 
four good albums from Patti 
Labelle & the Bluebelles. 

No small part of their cult is 
composed of white rock fans 
otherwise purblind to R&B but 
enamored of the group’s jum- 
ping, sensual but always har- 
monious performances on stage 
and on record. Though the 
metaphors of gleaming metal 
and spacewomanhood that have 
settled on their minor legend are 
appropriate, Labelle are in equal 
measure soulful and plentifully 
able to celebrate blackness. And 
the vocal interplay among Patti 
Labelle, Nona Hendryx and 
Sarah Dash is never less than in- 
triguing. 

Probably the slickest cut on 
Nightbirds was written by the 
album’s producer/arrang- 
er/band leader/piano player, 
Allen Toussaint. With The 
Meters absolutely on schedule 
and picking up tasty horn fills 
between stanzas, Patti leads the 
girls through “All Girl Band.” 
What Toussaint couldn’t really 
have scored is the dulcet har- 
mony on the refrain, silky 
enough to drop your jaw. 

Nona Hendryx wrote five of 
the songs: “You Turn Me On,” a 
powerfully-sung kind of Aretha 
ballad; “‘Nightbird” and “‘Space 
Children,” the former tremulous 
and pretty, the latter brassy, 
both with solar system themes; 
and ‘Somebody Somewhere’”’ 
and “‘Are You Lonely?”’, two feis- 
ty, compellingly arranged 
“political” fault-finders. 

The rest of the cuts are, at 
worst, very easy to take. Like 
any Big Apple sensation, Labelle 
are sometimes patronized as 
they are embraced, but the spirit 
that doesn’t apologize for “I Sold 
My Heart To The Junkman” 
seems to shine through any 
Labelle endeavor. See them live 
if the chance comes; as for the 
album, I would say get it and 
don’t spare the watts.

Kay Starr: KAY STARR’S 


AGAIN! (Capitel ST-11323) 

People who don’t know what 
they’re talking about like to say 
that the extended range and ex- 
panded volume of an opera 
singer’s voice are “unnatural” 
and “artificial.”” But in fact that 
trained athleticism is only a 
development, an extension, of a 
wholly natural physical function 
— it is no more “artificial” than 
what a pole-vaulter, a sprinter, 
or a football player can do that 
the rest of us can’t. 

What is artificial are the vocal 
manners of many pop-singers. 
The technique perpetually fights 
against the natural disposition of 
the voice. And the style, since it 
must be “personal’’ and “‘in- 
dividual,’’ is often simply 
bizarre, removed from anything 
that makes verbal or musical 
sense. What is important is that 
a pop-singer not sound like 
anyone else. In fact, a pop- 
singer’s identity and source of 
appeal is this very artificiality. It 
becomes especially apparent 
with the passage of time, when 
mannerisms become more evi- 
dent. 

Certainly there can never have 
been a singer much more ar- 
tificial than Kay Starr, and that 
daffy style and technique of hers 
make her fascinating to listen to 
now. There is nothing vulnerable 
or “feminine” about her voice — 
it is exciting because she always 
goes all-out, the tone gaining 
momentum from the vibrato. 
The actual sound is glassy, hard, 
brittle — it is all a chest 
resonance forced to the very top 
of her range. It is no wonder that 
in 1945 Kay Starr had to leave 
the big bands — she’d sung with 
Glenn Miller, Charlie Barnet, 
Bob Crosby and Joe Venuti — 
because of a ‘‘‘severe and 
prolonged case of laryngitis.” 


Her technique and style owe 
comething to Bessie Smith, 
though everything she does is 
much more show-biz; her most 


characteristic trick — sub- 
dividing syllables, ‘“‘when he held 
me i-in his a-arms” — is jazz- 


derived, though she doesn’t land 
the subdivided syllables on in- 
teresting pitches. The liner notes 
refer to her style as “inimitable,” 


though it was in fact widely im- 
itated, particularly by Teresa 
Brewer and Eartha Kitt and, 
oddly enough, Johnny Ray, 
whose “Little White Cloud That 
Cried” today sounds like a Kay 
Starr parody. 


This disc collects some of Kay 
Starr’s biggest hits — “Side by 
Side,’ ‘‘Wheel of Fortune,” 
“‘Bonaparte’s Retreat,” “Just for 
a Thrill.” The arrangements are 
elaborate — there are special 
effects such as the sound of the 
roulette wheel, stabbing strings, 
back-up choirs, Starr duetting 
with herself — but the period is 
not quite that of the originals. A 
comparison of ‘‘The Man 
Upstairs” on the lp with the 45 
shows a more insistent beat, a 
more driving style, that is less 
attractive. This record probably 
dates from sometime in the early 


60s.

Fenton Robinson: SOME- 
BODY LOAN ME A DIME 
(Alligator 4705) 

The so-called blues revival has 
peaked and passed, and Fenton 
Robinson remains obscure. 
Obscure but legendary. He was 
the unimaginably creative 
guitarist behind Bobby Bland 
and Junior Parker on the old 
Duke label; the composer of 
dozens of emotional blues such 
as “As the Years Go Passing 
By”; the ghetto and rural South 
favorite who found his hits pop- 
ularized (with no royalties for 
him) by others, both white and 
black — Boz Scaggs, Albert 
King, Eric Burdon. He is 20 
years on the road, from Arkansas

to Chicago, from roadhouse to 
tavern, a musician’s blusician. 


Now, for the first time, he has 
found a company (Chicago’s 
Alligator) with the good sense to 
let a brilliant musician direct his 
own recording session. The 
result, for anyone with any taste 
or feeling for the blues, is a 
perfect record. There is none of 
the repetition or simplicity that 
mars new blues records tailored 
for white audiences. Somebody 
Loan Me a Dime, named for 
Robinson’s theme song, contains 
the gamut of blues stylings, all 
tinged with Robinson’s inventive 
guitar and gut-wrenching vocals. 


Robinson, who produced the 
record, assembled many of the 
best Chicago sidemen and uses 
them to create a full sound not 
often associated with semi- 
commercial labels. But mostly. 
this is a one-man showcase: 
Robinson clearly has a million 
ideas stored up in his head but 
he lets out only asmall flood. His 
guitar drives each song the way 
the late Magic Sam’s did; in a 
twinkling of a blue note he 
changes keys, slides into a haun- 
ting, melodic chorus, pushes his 
back-up brass into Memphis- 
style arrangements akin to those 
of Al Green or Johnnie Taylor. 


There is not a bad song on this 
lp, but three do stand out. The 
title cut, originally done for 
Palos Records, moves from a 
guitar flurry into the depths of 
the blues: ‘‘“Somebody loan me a 
dime/ I wanta call my old-time 
used-to-be.”” That Robinson also 
has a smooth, R&B-style vocal 
command is shown in the Little 
Richard classic, “Directly From 
My Heart To You’’; that he has 
not forgotten the power of rural 
blues is demonstrated by the 
brooding, dramatic ‘‘Texas 
Flood.” 


In short, this is the work of an 
outstanding musician who con- 
tinues to choose the blues as the 
forum for his innovation and 


creativity.

George Duke: FACES IN RE- 
FLECTION (MPS MC 22018) 
FEEL (MPS MC 25355) 


Circumstances have given 
pianist George Duke better than 
average exposure: several years 
with the Mothers, quite long for 
anyone with a jazz background 
to spend in a rock band, and a 
brief stint with Cannonball 
Adderley after the departure of 
Joe Zawinul. Faces in Reflection, 
released during the summer, 
consequently found numerous 
Duke admirers and became a 
word-of-mouth success. Duke’s 
new album, Feel, is receiving a 
bigger send-off from MPS. 

Duke strikes me as an ex- 
emplary man of the moment in 
jazz's electro-rock evolution. 
Faces in Reflection reveals a 
technically assured artist who 
never particularly overwhelms 
with the melodic content of his 
improvisation. Much of what he 
plays is familiar, and often Duke 
is too insistent on building a solo 
through reiteration (if you come 
across an idea worth playing 
once, then play it twice). With 
the exception of his ballad work 
(“Capricorn” and the Zappa-like 
title piece), his originals are also 
primarily built on ideas current- 
ly in wide circulation. 


It’s the manner that sets Duke 
apart and makes his album im- 
pressive. There he sits in the 
studio, surrounded by acoustic 
piano, organ, clavinet, two elec- 
tric pianos, echoplex, syn- 
thesizer, ring modulator and 
phase shifter, and he keeps this 
unwieldy menagerie under total 
control. Ordinary ideas gain im- 
portance through sonic 
manipulation and juxtaposition. 
The wattage of the collective 
keyboards is more than matched 
by the power of Duke’s studio 
trio — John Heard’s bass and 
Ndugu’s drums unleash a 
vibrant energy that has been 
captured perfectly by producer 
Baldhard Falk. 

Feel moves in the direction of 
complex overdubbings and more

prevail, there are four vocal 
numbers, and Heard is replaced 
on three tracks by Duke’s syn- 
thesizer bass. Duke is a less em- 
barrassing vocalist than many 
musicians and overdubs_har- 
monies nicely; still, his fortune 
lies in his fingers. The keyboard 
sounds here are more unusual — 
rarely does the “normal” electric 
piano timbre appear — and the 
solos are more removed from 
linear developments, closer to 
layered conversations. Besides 
Heard and Ndugu, Airto and 
Flora Purim appear, the latter 
for one characteristic vocal; and 
on “Love” and “Old Slipper” 
there is a strong, occasionally 
verbose guitarist identified on 
the album as Obdewl’l X, 
reportedly Frank Zappa.

AS YOU LIKE IT by William 
Shakespeare. The National 
Theatre of Great Britain in the 
Clifford Williams production, 
designed by Ralph Koltai.

One nice thing about an all- 
male, no-tights “As You Like 
It”: critics won’t be able to ram- 
ble off into sex-starved silliness 
about Ros’s “‘gams” as George 
Jean Nathan did when 
Katharine Hepburn played the 
part. But we could, I suppose, 
digress in similar spirit to marvel 
at the unmanly Phoebe with his 
(or her) cheerleader calves — a 
hell of a lot better, shaved, than 
Joe Namath’s. 

The unisex concept, however, 
is not in itself the core of the 
beautiful Clifford Williams 
production. The casting seems a 
peephole to the director’s vision 
— a magical, idealized world in 
which romantic Love transcends 
raunchy physical desire. Only 
the mechanicals, the ‘country 
copulatives’’ whose rude 
courtship provides a foil to the 
pure, unconsummated Love at 
the heart of Shakespeare’s ex- 
ploration, are blemished by sex- 
uality. 

When the customary mix- 
and-match couplings occur 
between male and female actors, 
the emphasis in ‘“‘As You Like It” 
is terribly easy to shift. For we 
are conditioned to expect “boy 
meets girl, boy loses girl, boy 
gets girl” with mundane com- 


’ plications. But the loveplay in 


“As You Like It” is meant, I 
think, to be something else en- 
tirely. If sexual wiles enter at all, 
they are instinctive rather than 
devious. And even Rosalind’s 
playful ci uelty (when, disguised, 
she tantalizes Orlando) is inno- 
cent, born of the romantic notion 
that True Love requires a test. 
Certainly, Orlando’s unswerving 
fascination with this creature — 


dethroned princess or rakish 
youth, one sex or the other, who 
cares? — is rooted closer to the 
heart than the belly. It is a devo- 
tion to incorporeal intelligence, 
pure beauty. 

And if there is nothing carnal 
in “As You Like It,” then it 
follows that there is nothing 
homosexual in the National 
Theatre of Great Britain’s all- 
male production. This charming 
and by today’s standards an- 
tiquated comedy, so resplendent 
with imagery, and this produc- 
tion, spilling over with sensory 
loveliness, transport us to a 
magic realm of unsullied sen- 
suality that exists fleetingly in 
everyone’s life between the un- 
heeded onset of sexuality and the 
loss of innocence. 

Whether the sexual ambiguity 
established by the casting really 
returns “‘As You Like It” to its 
ideal state or simply calls atten- 
tion, through its novelty, to 
another dimension of the play, 
I’m not sure. My feeling is that 
the strange state of grace in 
which this production lives is in- 
spired more by the exquisiteness 
of the production and by the 
sheer magnificence of straight, 
ungimmicked Shakespeare than 
by the intellectually intriguing 
device that dominates the 
publicity. 

Certainly, the device is handl- 
ed imaginatively, and with con- 
siderable restraint. Only in the 
bawdy Audrey-Touchstone 
courtship is the “drag” aspect 
exploited: Audrey is indeed an 
“ill-favored thing’’ — from 
fetching hair ribbon to hairy 
bowlegs — and Touchstone’s 
queasiness is acutely understan- 
dable. But bisexual innuendo 
works well here, since Williams 
plays the twosome for low com- 
edy all the way. (Touchstone, by 
himself, is eloquent.) Believe it 
or not, when Touchstone ad- 
monishes his burly sweetheart to 
hurry up with the Elizabethan 
“Trip, Audrey, trip,” she does.

Arden Gender Bender 


Rosalind and Celia are 
fascinating not as female imper- 
sonators but as real, surprisingly 
acceptable human beings 
beyond sexual designation. After 
the first scene, played in slinky 
pajamas, wigs and costume 
jewelry, one’s awareness of the 
gimmick fades. When the 
characters don disguises for their 
flight into Arden, the original 
deception becomes one of 
several, no more remarkable 
than the other elements of this 
implausible adventure. 

David Schofield’s Celia is a 
minx — childlike, cuddly and 
just a wee bit bitchy. He is 
remarkably feminine without 
resorting to obvious mimickry. 
The Rosalind of Gregory Floy is, 


however, most wondrous — 
Neither male nor female, he is 
nonetheless oddly attractive, an 
intelligence that entrances 
without resorting to the tricks of 
either sex. 

The company renders 
Shakespeare with sure, simple 
eloquence. I performed in “As 
You Like It” (in another life, I 
think) for eight weeks, yet I 
could swear that at the Shubert I 
heard parts of it I had never 
heard before. Even Jaques’s “All 
the world’s a stage” — the flavor 
of which one would expect to 
have been chewed out long ago 
— stays fresh. 

The National Theatre produc- 
tion is almost painfully 
beautiful. This viewer, at least, 


was moved to tears on several oc- 
casions — not by any one senti- 
ment but by the overwhelming 
combination of the poetry, the 
insistent new music into which 
the old ballads are woven, and 
the austere loveliness of the 
production. Designer Ralph 
Koltai has devised a system of 
plexiglass set pieces and a forest 
of spear-like trees and flat, 
shimmering sheets than can be 
treetops, sky, heaven, snow, 


‘whatever. The effect of the 


scenery in motion is dazzling. 
Through the.subtle play of light, 
the icy winter appears to melt 
into spring. It’s really a trip. Go.

But 
the Brechtian boulder meets the 
irresistible force in the frantic 
impact of the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe, who last week 
performed it here en route to the 
Chelsea Theatre Center in New 
York, where it will dispense its 
vibrant Marxist propaganda for 
the next five weeks. 

The Mime Troupe also 
brought along a high-flying 
original called ‘““The Great Air 
Robbery.” Actually, no one takes 
flight, but the company had to 
be incredibly high when it cook- 
ed up the comic-book plot 
wherein a ruthless oil magnate- 
cum-philanthropist (guess who?) 
enlists invading Martians and a 
not-so-Superfly black detective 
to further his fat-ass interests.

Because its muse, like the 
movies’, is mongrel, at the opera 
there is usually’ a letdown: 
perfection ‘is an elusive goal 
because there are just too many 
people involved, and people, 
even talented ones, do not often 
work perfectly together. If the 
singers can act, someone will be 
sure to move them around in 
front of some kind of senseless 
set; a good conductor will face 
‘alee. unruly musicians or, alternative- 
=a ly, a crackerjack orchestra will 
have to put up with some callow 
hotshot on the podium who is 
learning the score during the per- 
formance; if the soprano is in 
spectacular voice, the tenor will 
be busy changing all the vowels 
to “oink.” That’s just the way it 
is — in years of going to the 
opera I’ve only heard two per- 
formances I thought at the time 
were perfect. Since one of them 
involved Elisabeth Schwarzkopf, 
I now know I must have been 
crazy. Usually you make do; you 
just decide to listen to the 
familiar music, grateful for 
middling accomplishments, 
ecstatic at the rare outstanding 
individual performance that 
erases all the surrounding disap- 
pointments. 

When Associate Artists Opera 
gave the American professional 
premiere of Antonio Salieri’s 
Falstaff last weekend, they came 
across with their best-balanced 
performance yet — there was an 
attractive set, a good orchestra 
and conductor, a spirited cast, 
and one star-turn, that of 
soprano Elisabeth Phinney. But 
the letdown was terrific, because 
most of the opera was nearly im- 
possible to listen to — and cer- 
tainly impossible to remember. 
And that was the fault of An- 


tonio Salieri, the composer. 

Salieri’s name is better known 
than his music — in fact, before 
this Fallstaff 'd never heard a 
note of it. He lived a long and 
useful life, chiefly in Vienna, 
between 1750 and 1825; he wrote 
nearly 40 operas. Gluck admired 
him, Haydn was his friend, 
Schubert and Liszt were among 
his pupils, Beethoven dedicated 
quartets to him, Mozart was his 
enemy. Salieri intigued against 
Mozart at court; there was even 
a rumor at the time of Mozart’s 
death that Salieri had poisoned 
him. 

Nobody believes that any 
more, but Pushkin based a play 
on the supposition and Rimsky- 
Korsakov in turn made an opera 
out of it. Pushkin painted Salieri 
as the dusty old pedant, doing 
everything in his music that con- 
scientious contriving can, while 
Mozart, the spontaneous genius, 
warbled his native woodnotes 
wild. One of Nadezda 
Mandelstam’s books about her 
husband’s aesthetics is called, in 
fact, Mozart and Salieri, and 
develops that very distinction. 

I can’t see Mozart as the 
woodland warbler, but on the 
evidence of this Falstaff Pushkin 
had Salieri’s number. 
Everything that effort and in- 
genuity can do is in this piece. 
There are attempts to use the 
colors of the orchestra 
dramatically, for example — the 
lowering cushion of strings, play- 
ing in somnolent rhythms, when 
Bardolph drops off to sleep, or 
the low lurching orchestral 
figures when Mistress Quickley 
describes the laundry basket go- 
ing into the Thames with 
Falstaff inside. Salieri makes 
particular efforts to vary the 
musical and dramatic structure

of the aria and ensemble — 
much in the manner, actually, of 
Mozart in a passage like Donna 
Elvira’s entrance in Don Giovan- 
ni. One of Falstaff’s arias is 
broken off by a colloquy with 
Ford, then resuméd; at the very 
end of the opera, the ensemble 
does not resolve the chord — 
Falstaff alone completes the har- 
mony with a single closing word. 
Page sings into the forest and 
Herne’s oak (represented at that 
point by Bardolph) returns an 
echo — which is a neat trick, 
when you come to think of it, for 
Ernest Triplett’s ungainly voice 
came back in the shapelier tones 
of Mark Baker. 

But there were only two 
passages of real musical distinc- 
tion, both of them jealousy-arias 
for Ford (the only significant 
cuts in this production were 
Ford’s two other arias; I hope 
they weren’t as good!) the first of 


these was especially interesting 
— it was in many sections, link- 
ed by a lovely clarinet obligato, 
the slower parts, legato, with 
wide-spanning melody, recalling 
Ottavio’s “Dalla sua pace.”’ But 
most of the music just churned 
along, without any individuality, 
any theatrical pace, any profile, 
any imprint, yes, even any tune. 
When the opera was revived last 
year at the Philadelphia Musical 
Academy, there was talk of 
Paisiello and Cimarosa — but 
this music was not even that in- 
teresting. 

The translation was by 
Michael Auclair, based on the 
one by William Ashbrook that 
had been used in Philadelphia: 
Auclair’s emendations were sup- 
posed to make the text more 
Shakespearean. Uh-huh: 


Love’s too hot to handle 
Both in daylight

And by light of candle. 
There was an awful lot of libretto 
diction and sung stage-direction: 
“Farewell then; I go now.” The 
Merry Wives, however, were 
liberated women: ‘‘We’ll prove 
that we are equal and cannot be 
ignored,” one of them si 

The cast, conductor and 
players did what they could. The 
direction of Auclair kept the 
onstage personnel in a constant 
bustle, some of it amusing, 
clambering over William 
Fregosi’s Globe-theatre set — 
and if there wasn’t much in- 
dividual character in what he 
gave his people to do, there 
wasn't much in the libretto or 
score to stimulate that sort of 
thing. Robert Willoughby Jones 
— who also did some work on the 
performing edition — conducted 
neatly. The Mistress Ford of 
Elisabeth Phinney, as indicated, 
was elegantly turned, gleamingly 
sung, wittily acted, and Frank 
Hoffmeister’s Ford was splendid 
— at the end of his second aria 
he hung onto a high C just like 
Kurt Baum used to at the end of 
“Di quella pira,” only this one 
was pretty. David Arnold’s 
Falstaff was sturdily sung, as 
always, but this is an endless 
hammering role and he 
sometimes sounded tired. Both 
Pamela Gore and Diana Roberts 
did some jumbled singing, but 
each also made handsome 
sounds and went about her work 
with spirit; it is always a 
pleasure to hear Mark Baker. 
Like Salieri, Ernest Triplett had 
difficulty getting his capacities 
operating synchronously — if he* 
wishes to make characterful 
emphasis, he ceased to sing; if 
the tones were clear and free, he 
would neglect to connect them 
into musical shape. 
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Time-Testing Fact and Fiction 


By Kenneth Baker 
TATLIN! by Guy Davenport. 
261 pp., Scribners, $7.95. 

The six related stories in Guy 
Davenport’s Tatlin! argue for a 
view of time different from the 
one most of us share. It is an 
argument that has been ad- 
vanced more explicitly in recent 
books by Octavio Paz and Nor- 
man QO. Brown. Davenport’s fic- 
tions are not only an elegant 
mode of didactic indirection, 
they are autonomous construc- 
tions, ingenious and pleasingly 
deliberate. 

The argument is that the pop- 
ular notion of time makes the 
past seem not only remote, but 
also unintelligible except in the 
most academic sense. Time is 
commonly conceived as a line or 
arrow moving irreversibly in one 
direction, differentiating each 
moment from every other rather 
than affirming their continuity. 
The corollary is that human 
nature and possibility are the 
products of history. Since events 
go on happening uncontrollably, 
we cannot hope to comprehend 
the lives of others, now dead, 
who experienced utterly 
different events than we do. The 
implication is that from our 
perspective past generations 
were human only in an 
anthropological sense. The con- 
trary contention is that history is 
the expression of human nature 
and therefore in principle in- 
telligible to us, so long as we are 
interested in understanding 
ourselves. 

Davenport’s stories are fic- 
tions about real historical in- 
dividuals: the Russian construc- 
tivist Tatlin, Kafka at an Italian 
air show, a French dog who led 
his masters to discover the 
paleolithic cave paintings at 
Lascaux, Herakleitos discour- 
sing, an American poet visiting 
Russia in 1830, and the Dutch 
philosopher, Adriaan van 
Hovendaal. Each involves the 
retelling of actual events that 
define part of a character’s 


biography or world, for instance 
the title story’s moving account 
of the 1905 march on the Winter 
Palace. 

Tatlin!, it almost goes without 
saying, insists that history and 
fiction belong together because 
both are matters of construction. 
The stories are replete with facts 
or facsimiles of fact; it is of little 
concern if we can tell them 
apart. For what Davenport does 
is make us read in a certain way. 
Themes and patterns recur again 
and again. Images of and con- 
trivances for flight reappear 
regularly. Tatlin designs a bionic 
flying apparatus, Kafka watches 
the early pilots, German fighter 
planes buzz over the Lascaux 
countryside. Every story con- 
tains some passage in which cor- 
respondences are drawn between 
things present and things past, 
or between things literal and 
metaphorical. Tatlin reflects: 

The shape of the Renaissance 
was the dodecahedron with 
its pentads or triangles, a 
closed order, the starfish and 
the Tuscan star, the webbed 
dome, the long perspectives of 
quincunxes in the floors, 
ceilings, orchards, battalions, 
the triangulations of Mer- 
cator’s maps, the sextant, the 
theodolite. 

1919 began the age of the 
spiral, Goethe’s spiral, 
Descartes’ vortices, the 
propeller, the banked upward 
course of the aeroplane, the 
spin of shells from rifles, the 
drill of the oil well, the 
dynamic coil of the spring, 
the lyric upward lift of 
revolutionary history, the 
whirlwind. 

Both ages are as intelligible as 
the shapes that are their 


emblems. 


The airplane is the key 
machine in the cycle of stories. 
Abbe Breuil, an elderly expert on 
cave paintings, is asked what the 
caves were for. He replies: 

Arks for the spirits of 
animals, I think. The brain is 


inward, where one can see 
without looking, in the im- 
agination. The caves were a 
kind of inward brain for the 
earth, the common body, and 
they put the animals there, so 
that Lascaux might dream 
forever of her animals, as man 
in the lust of their beauty and 
in need of their blood, 
venison, marrow, and hides, 
and in awe of their power and 
cunning, thought of them 
sleeping and waking. 


Afterwards, “An airplane buzzed 
in the distance.” As the cave 
paintings image archaic man’s 
obsessions, machines image 
ours, projecting our humanity 
onto brute, material stuff. The 
culmination of this projection 
was the moonshot; whereby 
machines deposited, for a time, 
some atoms of humanity on an 
utterly inanimate, celestial rock. 


“How far have your machines 
advanced?” asks an Erewhonian 
of a visitor in the last story. “We 
have been to the moon,” he 
answers, as if speaking for 
machines themselves. 

Davenport’s book is about how 
to read correspondences in 
history, in fiction, in one’s life. It 
is, perhaps, no accident that this 
is the work of a well-known 
literary critic. I have the feeling 
that many of the insights at- 
tributed to his creations: (or re- 
creations) were once the kind of 
stray, brilliant connections one 
makes in private thought but has 
no immediate use for. These 
stories may have begun as an 
attempt to provide a context for 
some observations Davenport 
wanted to make about the 
modern world, the need for fic- 
tion, and the conjunction of life 
and thought. 

Each of the characters

habits a distinct world of feeling 
that Davenport defines with an 
enviable controlled style. He sets 
a scene from Tatlin’s boyhood, 
for example, with acluster of im- 
ages as stable as a milking stool: 
“At Teraspol there were cobwebs 
in the barley, wasps at the pan- 
es, and cats in the knitting 
baskets.”’ Shifts in tone indicate 
who is thinking or speaking 
much more effectively than more 
obvious conventions. At every 
point, the writing demands our 
closest attention and rewards it. 

These stories acquaint us witi 
a type of mind, Davenport’s own, 
that is equal to what it knows. 
Richard Wollheim remarks 
somewhere on the parallel 
between the expressions 
“thoughts in a mind’”’ and 
“characters in a_ novel.” It’s 
something to bear in mind when 
redding Tatlin! By all means 
read it.

cellophane; ““The Great Air 
Robbery,”’ politics in Wool- 
worth’s psychedelic Christmas 
wrap. But the Mime Troupe 
proved itself in both instances a 
facile band of actor/agitators, 
debunking as so much nonsense 
the old myth about the im- 
possibility of serving two 
masters. 

“The Mother” is, as critics 
have reiterated since Brecht 
assembled it in 1931, primitive, 
oversimple, more reminiscent of 
Monarch notes than Gorky’s 
novel. But Brecht didn’t write 
his Communist primer — which 
follows the growirig politicization 
of a working-class mother in the 
Russian revolutionary move- 
ment from 1905 to 1917 — for an 
art-happy bourgeoisie already 
accustomed to drama of a sub- 
tler sort. He wrote it to convince 
the workers (you know, the folks 
you never see sucking orangeade 
in the Shubert lobby) that labor 
and management are irrecon- 
cilable, that revolution is 
necessary, inevitable and moral- 
ly imperative. To the San Fran- 
cisco Mime Troupe, watching 
from its front row seat in Califor- 
nia as scab labor sneaks across 
the Mexican border to work for 
near nothing and undermines 
the struggle of the farm workers 
to earn a decent living, “The 
Mother” must have seemed par- 
ticularly apt. All it had to do was 
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make it theatrically palatable. 

The Mime Troupe manages 
this handily, goosing the script 
with commedia dell’arte 
technique (surprisingly compati- 
ble with Brechtian alienation), 
circus tricks and scholarly 
translation mixed with street 
coloquialism, Still, the play 
moves slowly, scene by scene 
with the plot condensed on 
placards, and the politics aren’t 
watered down in the interest of 
pace or pizzazz. The Mime 
Troupe adds to the placards its 
own running commentary, con- 
sisting of ironic and/or ap- 
propriate quotes from exploiters 
through the ages, from Jay 
Gould (“I can hire half the work- 
ing class to kill the other half’) 
to Dick Nixon (“Communism is 
evil because it denies God and 
defies Man’’). 

There isn’t a whole lot that 
can be done about the play’s 
oversimplifications except to go 
along with them, and the Troupe 
reduces everything to essentials 
in ideological and theatrical 
terms. Brecht was too preoc- 
cupied with his Marxist 
hammering, obviously, to bother 
with complex characters — so if 
you put on a chef’s hat and carry 
a cleaver, you’re the butcher. 
The Mime Troupe differentiates 
good and evil by presenting the 
workers as “‘real,”’ while manage- 


.ment, its goats and the idle rich 


are booby-grotesques in 
Pantalone-esque masks. (A 
black, playing lord of the fac- 
tory, wears a white mask.) The 
acting (particularly in the case of 
the banner-bearing Mother of 
the working class who never 
swerves from her pamphleteer- 
ing, not even to comfort her only 
son, who is about to pop off to 
Siberia and probable death) is 


near future (when humans wear 
license plates, clean air is a lux- 
ury piped to the ultra-rich, and 
the capital is Rockefeller, D.C.), 
the “caper” centers oi. the cam- 
paign of a black Boga. by the 
name of Ray Von (pruaounced 
quickly, that’s “Raven’’) to 
crack the conspiracy of the 
powerful and the police t - ration 
air to desirable citizens and thus 
dispose of such unwanteds as 
Mexican-Americans. A scientist 
is murdered (strangled with a 
copy of the union newspaper), 
and the race — between the 
forces of evil (Transworld 
Petroleum) and the forces of 
good (the labor unions) — to find 
her invention for cleaning up the 
air consumes most of the play. 
The whole thing is incredibly 
bizarre, quite clever, and the 
Mime Troupe performs in 
tongue-in-cheek, adventure- 
comic fashion. It is short, funny 
and absolutely correct in its con- 
tention that the conspiracy 
against us is far-reaching, ab- 
surd yet frightening. Still, ‘“The 
Great Air Robbery”’ is lots easier 
to shake off than ““The Mother,” 
which continues to eat away at a 
corner of my mind no matter 
how many times I tell myself it’s 
a bad play. And I imagine that if 
‘I were picking grapes for the 
minimum wage, my struggle 
might be less introspective. 
The San Francisco Mime 
Troupe has won two Obies: its 
national reputation can’t be 
pooh-poohed. Yet it is excluded 
year after year when the city of 
San Francisco cuts the cultural 
grant.pie. It has recently won a 
temporary injunction against the 
Chief Administrative Officer of 
San Francisco for his “arbitrary 
and capricious” distribution of 


/available monies, and it is 


strident, but so is the material. ; fighting to get its share. (The 


“The Great Air Robbery” is 4 
lot more hip than Brecht, with a 
rock score and “Temptations” 
choreography, a Captain Marvel 
plot and wacky Star Trek 
characters. Set somewhere’ in the 
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Mime Troupe performs free of 
charge in California, in the 
streets, the schools, the jails — 
the tour is to keep them solvent.) 

Obviously, the California es- 
tablishment considers the Mime 
Troupe dangerous. Entertain- 
ment for the masses, if it is to 
serve the interests of the elite, 
should be pleasantly tranquiliz- 
ing, like television. If I were Gov. 
Reagan, I wouldn’t pay to take 
“The Mother’’ to the farm 


workers either.

depending on how you count 
part-timers) were released. The 
entire publicity department, 
consisting of three people, was 
dismissed. Since 1971, Beacon 
Press’s list has dropped from 84 
titles to 26; profits are down this 
year although dollar sales are up. 
The Pentagon Papers litigation 
and a warehouse strike in 1972 
have cost a lot of money, and the 
Unitarian-Universalist Associa- 
tion, which owns the non-profit 
Press, withdrew its financial 
support two years ago. The con- 
fluence of events, including the 
inflationary dollar, made it im- 
possible to remain at its present 
size. ‘We were growing for a cou- 
ple of yzars,” Director Gobin 
Stair said, “then we stopped. We 
simply can’t continue’ to grow 
with the same optimistic force.” 
Another factor in the cutback 
was Beacon Press’s heavy 
reliance on its backlist, which in- 
cludes writers like Berrigan and 
Howard Zinn whose politically 
activist books are not as popular 


in the ’70s as they were in the 


last decade. Even the work of 
Marcuse, a catalogue “staple,” 
has suffered a drop-off. 


One of the released employees, 
Rafe Sagalyn, did not think that 
the personnel slash was 
necessarily political in any way, 
but he did mention that during 
the last year there had been talk 
of organizing. Nothing had been 
done yet, but the staff was grow- 
ing closer together. Some 
employees felt that they weren’t 
reaping all the benefits they had 
expected from working at a small 
publishing house. One of the 
points of contention is, of course, 
money. In a trade where good 
editors are known to make less 
than the lowest business 
secretaries, Beacon Press’s 
salaries are “notoriously low.” 


Sagalyn, who left Simon & 
Schuster a year and a half ago to 
join Beacon Press’s publicity 
department, started at $115 a 
week. Now, after one cost of liv- 
ing increase, he still takes home 
only $90. He wanted to work at 
Beacon, though, since it was 
“the dream place to be because 
of its size and the character of its 
books ” 


Stair says that politics played 
no part in the cutback, and given 
the available economic 
rationales, it is easy to believe 
him. ‘‘No employee organization 
is the cause of the trouble we’re 
in,” he remarked, adding that 
the dilemma is more of a symp- 
tom of the general economic 
malaise. 

Generally, though, Boston 
publishing houses are not suffer- 
ing as badly as their New York 
counterparts. No drastic cut- 
backs are foreseen by Houghton 
Mifflin and Little, Brown, nor 
are personnel lay-offs an- 
ticipated. (Houghton Mifflin did 
not replace two editors whom 
they lost due to retirement dur- 
ing the past year.) When asked 
why Boston houses were faring 
relatively well, John Baker, 
managing editor of Publishers 
Weekly, cited as a factor lower 
overhead here. Llewellyn 
Howland of Little, Brown, con- 
curred: “We believe in running 
things lean. There’re not a lot of 
spare bodies. We run about as 
tight a ship as anyone: no 
gratuitous expenses, no lavish 
carpets. We’re not prodigal, and 
I don’t think anyone here has a 
private plane. We try to have a 
fiduciary sense of what we do.” 


David Otte, formerly of Little,. 


Brown, added: “If someone at 
Little, Brown has to fly 
somewhere to get a book, he 
doesn’t fly first class.” 

David R. Godine, a smaller 


Boston publishing house devoted: 


largely to fine editions of 
photography, poetry and 
literature, is doing quite well 
despite the pinch. This year, 


with 22 hardcover titles (com- 
pared to Little, Brown’s ap- 
proximately 300 titles), Godine’s 
list is almost twice the size of last 
year’s. 19 new titles are planned 
for next spring alone. One con- 
sideration in addition to lower 
overhead that has eased 
Godine’s financial burden is the 
fact that the price of the higher 
quality papers it uses has gone 
up only 10 percent (compared to 
30 to 80 percent for the more 
standard weight bond). But 
although one employee there 
told me sales had doubled in the 
last year, the mood is one of 
“cautious optimism.” 

Gambit, Incorporated is suf- 
fering. It has reduced its list 
from more than 15 titles in 1973 
to only two during this year. 
Moreover, it has moved from an 
opulent “ivory tower on Beacon 
Street”’ to modest quarters at 
306 Dartmouth. Chairman of the 
Board Lovell Thompson. explain- 
ed Gambit’s predicament this 
way: “It’s a classic situation. 
The editorial department 
blames sales for being stupid and 
sales blames editorial for being 
precious.” 


Bookstores 


Although a member of Little, 
Brown’s sales department ad- 
vised that “the first crunch is 
coming in department stores” 
cutting back on their Christmas 
stocks, and that ‘“‘we’re taking a 
beating on the libraries,’’ 
bookstores in the Boston area are 
doing good business. The effects 
of our ailing (if not terminal) 
economy have not yet kept those 
who read away from the shelves. 
Heller’s latest is selling like hot- 
cakes in Harvard Square at $10a 
throw, and all of Castaneda’s 
books, especially the new Tales 
of Power, are being snapped up 
with a frequency that would br- 
ing a wry smile to the face of Don 
Juan should he read Simon & 
Schuster’s sales reports. The new 
titles heavily promoted by their 
publishers seem no less popular 


than gasoline last February. 
Generally, though, non-fiction is 
selling increasingly better than 
novels and poetry. 

Jess Joseph, buyer for all of 
the Harvard bookstores, says 
that dollar sales there are pretty 
even and may actually be up a 
little. Fewer books are being 
sold, but at prices inflated over 
last year’s. ‘‘The price in- 
creases,” he says, “will affect im- 
pulse buying, but not those who 
read in any case.” “Clearly,” 
says a salesman at the Harvard 
Square store, “people are still 
buying hardcovers. As paper- 
back prices rise, hardcover in- 
creases don’t seem so bad.” 
Some of the most popular hard- 
covers appear to be those concer- 
ning alternative ways of life. 
Handmade Houses, which sells 
for around $12 and features art- 
ful photographs of, not sur- 
prisingly, do-it-yourself 
domiciles, has sold literally hun- 
dreds in Harvard Square. . 


Faye Lowe, who works on the 
trade floor at Wellesley’s 
Hathaway House Bookstore, a 
huge store that does $900,000 
worth of business yearly, reports 
that large format book sales are 
up while coffee table extravagan- 
zas are down. “But the poetry 
market,” she said plaintively, 
“thas been destroyed by prices.” 
The Paperback Booksmith 
chain, which includes 48 stores 
nationally, is showing an in- 
crease in hardcover sales, but 
Cleo Coy is buying fewer titles. 
“Publishers are going to cut out 
everything but sure things in the 
future,” she told me. “Harold 
Robbins will do real well, and 
everyone else will get the shaft.” 


An area salesman for 
Houghton Mifflin echoed this 
sentiment: “Bookstores are con- 
centrating on sure things.”’ But - 
he added, “I hate people who say 
fiction doesn’t sell; there’s still a 
substantial commitment.” 

Well, there may be a substan- 
tial commitment to fiction and 


poetry in the minds of 
publishers, but it doesn’t show in 
their figures. What we have long 
suspected would occur is now at 
hand: first novels, even second 
and third ones, poetry and books 
that do not tout enlightenment, 
weight loss or improved com- 
munication with one’s coleus are 
in for hard times. The printing 
and distribution of literature 
may increasingly become no 
more than a publisher’s noble 
and infrequent concession to 
culture. What used to be routine 
in publishing — a $2500 advance 
and a first printing of 4000 for a 
book by an unknown author of _ 
“literary promise” — may now 
become a rarely taken risk. In 
David Otte’s eminently quotable 
words, “There’ll be a lot less 
publishing of literature and a lot 
more packaging of enter- 
tainment.”’ As a result, one can 
expect small magazines and 
presses to flourish unless they 
are knocked senseless by the 
sheer weight of unsolicited 
manuscripts coming their way. 
Vanity presses and cooperatives 
like the Fiction Collective will 
become more and more responsi- 
ble for the dissemination of fic- 
tion and poetry, and paperback 
original houses like wealthy Ban- 
tam should pick up some of the 
slack in first novels. 
“Everyone’s going to stay in 
business,’’ says Otte of 
publishers, who in order to stay 
in business will put more than a 
few good writers out of it. Oh, 
there’s still room for category fic- 
tion like chasers, suspense, 
mysteries, and Gothics; and es- 
tablished novelists like Barth, 
Hawkes, Percy, Pynchon and 
Oates will not soon have to rely 
upon samizdat. But those who 


. don’t yet have a foot in the door 


will find it ever more difficult to 
work the lock. For the literature 
of sensibility and not sen- 
sationalism there is no market 
these days; for the purveyors of 
craft and sullen art there is no 
support.

David Brudnoy 
I have been trying to find out what a mandala looks like. All I 
know so far is that it is a circle with a square in the middle. It is 
used for meditation. Could you please find something out about it 
and let me know? —S.G., Gardner. 


: Mandala is Sanskrit for “circle.” In Tantric Hinduism and 


Buddhism, it is a symbolic diagram used in the performance of 
sacred rites and as an instrument of meditation. Basically, it is 
meant to be a representation of the universe, a consecrated area 
that serves as a receptable for the gods and as a collection point of 
universal forces. Man (the microcosm), by mentally entering the 
mandala — a visual symbol of the macrocosm — and proceeding 
toward its center, is guided by analogy through the cosmic process 
of disintegration and reintegration. The mandala is also found in 
‘Japanese, Chinese and Tibetan religions, basically in two types, 
a gree different aspects of the universe: the womb world, in 
which the movement is from the one to the many; and the dia- 
mond or thunderbolt world — from the many into one. 


: I must find out what year Della Reese first recorded ‘“‘Don’t You 


Know?” and Tommy Edwards did “‘It’s'All In The Game.” Also, I 
need to know what year Pall Mall cigarettes first came out. 
—S.K., Boston. 


: Both songs were recorded in 1959. Pall Mall kings, as they are sold 


today, were first marketed in 1939 by the American Tobacco Com- 
pany. American Tobacco acquired the rights to the brand name 
back in 1907 from the Butler, Butler Company, which was then 
putting out another Pall Mall, different from the ones you now 
buy. 


: Could you please tell me what happened to Arnold the Pig after he 


starred in the Green Acres series? —D.A., Brockton. 
Arnold died and went to bacon heaven. 


: I have just recently moved to Boston and have been impressed by 


this Brudnoy person on television. I noticed in the Oct. 22 Phoenix 
that he is highly ranked in the “commentator” position and that 
he crops up in other parts of Mr. O’Brian’s TV poll. My neighbor 
tells me that Brudnoy is a conservative and a physician. But I’m 
confused: he seems to be the most intelligent person on Boston 
television. Is he really a conservative? Is he a doctor? Sometimes 
he sounds more liberal than anyone else on TV, but at other times 
he sounds like William Graham Sumner. —K.L., Boston. 


: David Brudnoy is a Ph.D. (he has a degree in American History), 


not a physician, and he is a conservative and he is intelligent, the 
two not being always mutually exclusive. But as a conservative he 
advocates some non-conservative views, such as the legalization of 
both marijuana and prostitution. 

Why do they call them cobwebs? —S.L., Brighton. 

They tried calling them pretzels for a while, but many people got 
confused. 

Is there a cure for snoring? —G.B., Cambridge. 

There are several cures for snoring, some of them more practical 
than others. One is to hold the snorer’s nose, thus cutting off his or 
her air supply (either permanently or temporarily) until the snor- 
ing stops. Another cure is to attach a suction cup to the back of 
the snorer before he or she goes to sleep. Since most people snore 
only when they sleep on their back, the suction cup will make the 
snorer wake up every time he or she rolls over onto his or her back, 
thus preventing snoring by preventing sleep. 


: Proponents of health food point out the danger of refined sugar 


and advocate the use of unrefined or raw sugar as a substitute. I 
recently read that it is illegal to sell raw sugar in the U.S. Are 
manufacturers of so-called raw sugar products guilty of fraud? 
—P.P., Brookline. 


: To quote Adelle Davis on the subject of raw sugar: ‘The over- 


cooked substance amusingly known as ‘raw sugar’ is sucrose 
together with a few molecules of iron and other materials. It has 
all the disadvantages of refined sugar in that it can cause tooth 
decay, overstimulate insulin flow, and ruin appetites. Perhaps it 
builds mental health by instilling a sense of virtue in its 
users ... .’’ According to the U.S. Food and Drug Administration, 
it is not illegal to sell raw sugar, a term applied to the in- 
termediate food product after it leaves the first processing stage 
and before it is refined. The product must comply, however, with 
all general food standards, and would be subject to legal action if 
it did not. Nutritionally, there is very little difference between raw 
and refined sugar.
